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VITAL  AND  MORTAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

During  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December,  1904, 
there  were  registered  in  the  City  and  County  of  Kingston  upon 
Hull,  according  to  the  returns  furnished  by  the  Registrars, 
7832  Births  and  4633  Deaths.  Of  the  Births  3959  were  males 
and  3873  females. 

The  Birth-rate  was  equal  to  30-8  per  1000  of  a  population 
of  253,865  of  all  ages,  the  official  estimated  population  to  the 
middle  of  1904,  residing  in  58157  houses,  this  being  an 
average  of  4  3  persons  to  each  house.  The  average  Birth-rate 
for  the  seventy-six  great  towns  was  29*1  per  1000. 

The  excess  of  Births  over  Deaths  in  1904,  representing 
the  natural  increase  of  the  population,  was  3199,  against  3635 
and  3651  in  the  years  1903  and  1902  respectively. 

The  average  density  of  population  per  acre  in  1904  was 

27-5. 

The  annual  rateable  value  of  the  City  in  1904-1905  was 
£1,156,431.

The  Death-rate,  according  to  the  Registrar-General’s 
returns  for  seventy-six  of  the  largest  towns  in  England  and 
Wales,  including  London,  averaged  17*2  per  1000  per  annum, 
the  lowest  rate  being  8*4  per  1000  in  Hornsey  and  the 
highest  22*6  in  Liverpool.

The  Infantile  Mortality,  measured  by  the  proportion  of 
deaths  under  one  year  of  age  to  births  registered,  was  181  per 
1000.  For  the  seventy-six  most  populous  towns  in  England 
and  Wales,  the  proportion  of  deaths  under  one  year  to  births 
registered,  averaged  160  per  1000.

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Marriages. 

During  the  year  1904  the  number  of  marriages  registered 
in  the  City  was  2052,  as  against  2099  in  1903,  and  2134  in  1902. 
The  marriages  were  distributed  over  the  four  quarters  of  the 
year  as  follows  : — First  quarter,  394  ;  second  quarter,  559  ; 
third  quarter,  550  ;  fourth  quarter,  549. 

The  marriage-rate,  i.e.,  persons  married  to  1000 
inhabitants,  was  16*1  in  1904,  as  against  16*8  in  1903,  17*4  in 
1902,  and  17*3  in  1901. 

The  marriage-rate  in  England  and  Wales  was  15*2  per 
1000,  compared  with  15*6  in  1903,  15*9  in  1902,  and  16*0  in  1901.

Chief  Epidemic  Diseases. 

Eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven  deaths  have  been 
recorded  from  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases,  a  mortality 
at  the  rate  of  3*45  per  1000  of  the  population,  and  distributed 
over  the  four  quarters  of  the  year  as  follows  : — First  quarter, 
38  ;  second  quarter,  104  ;  third  quarter,  570  ;  and  fourth 
quarter,  165  respectively. 

The  death-rate  from  these  diseases  during  the  year  1904 
in  the  seventy-six  great  towns,  including  London,  averaged 
2*49  of  their  estimated  population.  The  average  number  of 
deaths  from  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases  for  the  past 
20  years  was  560.  The  highest  aggregate  death-rates  from  the 
seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases  above  enumerated  were  4*10 
in  Hanley,  4*17  in  Bootle,  4*21  in  St.  Helens,  4*37  in  Salford. 
4*57  in  Warrington,  and  4*66  in  Liverpool.

No.  12.  Returns  made  by  the  Vaccination  Officers  of  the  Hull  and  Sculcoates  Unions  respecting 
the  VACCINATION  of  CHILDREN  whose  births  were  Registered  during  the  year  1903. 
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Small  Pox. 

Four  deaths  from  Small  Pox  have  occurred  during  the 
year,  being  at  the  rate  of  O’ 01  per  1000  of  the  population. 
The  average  death-rate  from  Small  Pox  for  the  seventy- 
six  great  towns  was  0’01  per  1000  per  annum.  The 
deaths  were  distributed  over  the  four  quarters  of  the  year  as 
follows: — First  quarter,  2;  Second  quarter,  2;  Third  quarter, 
0  ;  Fourth  quarter,  0.  The  average  number  of  deaths  from 
Small  Pox  in  the  city  during  the  past  twenty  years  was  11. 

The  first  case  of  Small  Pox  during  the  year  was  admitted 
into  hospital  on  the  19th  January.  Previous  to  this  date 
there  had  been  no  case  removed  since  the  15th  August,  1903, 
and  during  1904  the  hospital  was  clear  of  cases  from  2nd  July 
to  27th  December. 

During  the  year  there  were  86  cases  (43  males  and  43 
females)  notified,  all  of  which  were  removed  to  hospital. 

In  connection  with  the  outbreak,  86  persons  (44  males 
and  42  females),  who  had  been  exposed  to  infection  were 
removed  for  observation,  and  four  of  such  patients  developed 
Small  Pox  after  admission  to  hospital. 

Included  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Small  Pox  removed, 
two  cases  (males)  were  from  the  Urban  District  of 
Cottingham  (Cottingham  1,  Dunswell  1),  situate  immediately 
without  the  City  boundary,  removed  on  the  12th  and  17th 
February  respectively.  The  former  of  these,  a  tramp,  died 
on  the  18th  February,  and  his  body  being  unclaimed,  was,  by 
special  order  obtained  from  the  Secretary  of  State,  cremated 
at  the  City  Crematorium  on  the  20th  February. 

The  following  particluars  are  illustrative  of  the  manner 
in  which  the  disease  may  be  spread  through  sailors,  vagrants, 
&c.  : — 

Group  A,  5  Cases. — The  first  case  admitted  to  hospital 
was  that  of  a  Fireman,  aged  26  years,  an  Italian,  who  arrived 
in  Hull  (Albert  Dock)  on  the  s.s.  “  Finland,”  24  hands  all  told, 
from  Smyrna  on  the  16th  January,  apparently  all  well  on  board. 
The  crew  was  paid  off  and  the  foregoing  complained  of  sickness 
on  the  17th.  Rash  was  noticed  on  the  19th.  He  applied  at 
the  out-patients  department  of  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary  for 
medical  attendance,  and  was  detained  there  by  the  officials 
of  the  institution  and  subsequently  removed  to  hospital. 
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The  s.s.  “  Finland  ”  proceeded  to  Liverpool  on  the  evening 
of  the  22nd  January,  with  part  of  the  same  crew.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  that  port  was  consequently  notified  of 
the  case  and  of  the  vessel’s  departure  for  that  place. 

The  patient  had  been  sleeping  at  various  places  in  the 
City,  and  as  far  as  possible  these  places  were  traced,  the 
houses  disinfected,  re- vaccination  recommended  to  the  inmates, 
and  the  homes  kept  under  daily  observation. 

A  man  who  had  been  in  immediate  contact  with  the 
foregoing  was  removed  to  hospital  for  observation,  and  was 
re-vaccinated  on  admission. 

The  second  case  was  that  of  a  male  aged  60  years,  admitted 
on  the  3rd  February  from  the  Hull  Workhouse.  He  had  been 
admitted  to  the  Workhouse  on  the  previous  day  from  a  Common 
Lodging-house  in  Blanket  Row.  He  died  on  the  1 1th  February. 

On  the  4th  February,  a  man  aged  66  years,  was  removed 
from  the  Common  Lodging-house  just  referred  to.  He  died 
on  the  12th  February. 

Five  other  persons  who  had  been  in  immediate  contact 
with  the  latter  were  removed  for  observation  and  re-vaccinated 
on  admission  to  hospital. 

A  female,  aged  29  years,  daughter-in-law  of  the  proprietor 
of  the  Common  Lodging-house  above-mentioned,  was  removed 
to  hospital  on  the  5th  February,  suffering  from  Small  Pox,  and 
on  the  9th  February  a  second  case  (male  aged  56  years)  was 
admitted  from  the  Hull  Workhouse. 

These  cases  were  all  directly  or  indirectly  traceable  to 
the  first-named  patient. 

Group  B,  17  Cases. — On  the  12th  February,  a  tramp 
(male  aged  55  years)  was  admitted  into  hospital  from  the 
Urban  District  of  Cottingham,  and  died  on  the  18th 
February. 

This  man  from  day  to  day  had  been  inquiring  for  work  in 
Hull  and  suburbs.  He  had  frequented  public-houses  in  the 
district,  and  the  rash  was  fully  developed  on  his  admission  to 
hospital. 
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The  following  cases  removed  to  hospital  were  all  directly 
or  indirectly  traceable  to  this  man  (16  cases,  13  males  and 
3  females)  : — 
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Group  C ,  5  Cases. — On  the  10th  March,  I  visited  the  Hull 
Royal  Infirmary,  and  examined  a  male,  aged  32  years,  an 
inmate  of  the  “  Lee  ”  ward,  in  which  there  were  28  beds,  and 
found  him  suffering  from  Small  Pox.  He  was  admitted  as  an 
in-patient  to  the  Infirmary  on  the  28th  February,  previous  to 
which  he  had  attended  as  an  out-patient  at  the  Institution 
for  a  period  of  about  three  weeks.  The  attendants  and  inmates 
of  the  ward  were  immediately  re-vaccinated,  and  those  of  the 
inmates  who  were  discharged  within  the  incubation  period 
were  kept  under  daily  observation  at  their  homes  until  the 
time  of  danger  had  elapsed. 

Subsequently,  four  other  persons  (three  females,  aged 
30,  26,  and  23  years,  and  a  male  aged  25  years),  three  of  whom 
attended  as  out-patients  at  the  Infirmary,  were  removed 
suffering  from  Small  Pox,  one  from  the  out-patients’  department 
of  the  Infirmary  and  the  other  three  from  their  respective 
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homes.  In  each  instance  the  names  and  addresses  of  the 
persons  who  were  present  in  the  out-patients’  department  were 
taken,  re- vaccination  was  recommended,  and  they  were  kept 
under  observation  for  a  period  of  sixteen  days. 

Group  D ,  6  Cases. — On  the  21st  March,  from  information 
received  from  the  medical  attendant,  I  examined  a  female  aged 
31  years,  suffering  from  what  was  thought  to  be  Chicken  Pox, 
but,  suspicious  of  Small  Pox,  I  found  her  suffering  from  the 
latter  disease.  She  had  visited  the  Medical  attendant’s 
surgery,  travelling  to  and  fro  in  the  public  trams.  She  was 
admitted  into  hospital  with  her  infant  (male,  aged  four  months, 
unvaccinated).  The  child  was  vaccinated  immediately  on 
admission  to  hospital,  but  subsequently  developed  Small 
Pox. 

On  the  30th  March,  four  other  persons,  two  males  aged  22 
and  23  years,  and  two  females  aged  12  and  6  years  respectively, 
were  removed  from  the  same  address,  all  suffering  from  Small 
Pox,  and  the  remaining  girl,  aged  14  years,  was  removed  for 
observation. 

On  the  4th  April,  a  female  aged  53  years,  a  relative  of  this 
family,  who  lived  in  the  immediate  vicinity  and  had  visited 
the  house,  was  admitted  into  hospital  suffering  from  Small 
Pox. 

The  remaining  cases  were  of  a  very  mild  character,  and 
in  most  cases  it  was  impossible  to  trace  their  probable  source 
of  infection. 

No  person  shewing  evidence  of  recent  successful  re¬ 
vaccination  was  admitted  into  hospital.  Three  persons  shewed 
evidence  of  revaccination,  which,  however,  had  been  performed 
subsequent  to  having  been  infected  with  Small  Pox. 

Precautions  Adopted. 

The  cases  were  mostly  of  a  modified  character,  and 
in  instances  a  difficulty  was  sometimes  experienced  in 
determining  in  the  early  stages  of  sickness  whether  the  disease 
was  Small  Pox  or  Chicken  Pox,  especially  as  the  two  diseases 
were  prevalent  in  the  City. 
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Therefore,  as  an  extra  precaution  against  the  spread  of 
Small  Pox,  and  in  order  that  a  knowledge  of  all  doubtful 
eases  might  be  obtained,  Chicken  Pox  was  temporarily 
made  a  notifiable  disease  for  a  period  of  six  months,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification) 
Act,  1899. 

In  connection  with  the  outbreak,  217  persons  (93  males 
and  124  females)  were  removed  to  the  City  Disinfecting  Station 
for  the  purpose  of  bathing  and  disinfection.  Of  this  number, 
41  persons  (18  males  and  23  females)  were  accommodated 
overnight  at  the  station  to  allow  of  their  premises  (including 
two  public  houses)  being  effectually  fumigated. 

Each  case  was  visited  and  verified  before  removal  ;  the 
infected  houses  were  subjected  to  thorough  fumigation  and 
cleansing,  and  all  bedding,  &c.,  which  had  been  in  any  way 
exposed  to  infection,  removed  and  disinfected. 

Vaccination  and  re- vaccination  of  all  who  had  been  in 
any  way  exposed  to  infection  was  recommended.  The  public 
Vaccinators  and  Vaccination  Officers  for  the  respective  districts 
in  which  the  cases  occurred  received  early  intimation  of  the 
outbreaks. 

All  the  centres  of  contagion  were  kept  under  daily 
observation.  The  common  lodging  houses  and  seamen’s 
boarding  houses  were  also  kept  under  close  supervision  and 
inquiries  made  as  to  the  health  of  the  inmates. 

Printed  precautions  were  freely  circulated  at  the  common 
lodging  houses  and  seamen’s  boarding  houses  and  the  keepers 
were  instructed  to  pay  strict  attention  to  the  health  of  their 
inmates,  as  were  also  the  masters  of  canal  boats,  and  to  report 
any  illness,  however  slight. 

The  Hull  Incorporation  of  the  Poor  and  the  Sculcoates 
Board  of  Guardians,  on  my  recommendation,  caused  an 
inspection  to  be  made  of  all  vagrants  seeking  admission  to  their 
respective  institutions,  and  the  Masters,  together  with  the 
Governor  of  H.M.  Prison,  were  notified  of  the  names  and 
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addresses  of  all  patients  removed,  and  were  furnished  with  a 
list  shewing  the  towns  having  communication  with  the  City, 
in  which  the  disease  was  prevalent. 

All  books  issued  from  public  libraries  found  at  any  of 
the  centres  of  infection,  were  taken  possession  of  by  the  Sanitary 
officers,  and  withdrawn  from  circulation,  the  owners  being 
compensated  for  their  loss. 

Scarlatina. 

Twelve  deaths  have  been  reported  from  Scarlatina  during 
the  year,  being  a  mortality  at  the  rate  of  0'04  per  1000  per 
annum  of  the  estimated  population.  The  average  death-rate 
from  Scarlatina  for  the  seventy-six  great  towns  was  0T2  per 
1000  per  annum.  The  deaths  from  Scarlatina  were  distributed 
over  the  four  quarters  of  the  year  as  follows  : — First  quarter, 
3  ;  second  quarter,  2  ;  third  quarter,  1  ;  and  fourth  quarter, 
6.  The  average  number  of  deaths  from  Scarlatina  in  the  City 
during  the  past  twenty  years  was  32. 

Measles, 

Measles  accounted  for  178  deaths  in  1904,  as  against  117 
deaths  in  1903  and  186  in  1902.  The  death-rate  from  Measles 
was  equal  to  0*70  per  1000  per  annum  of  the  estimated 
population.  The  average  death-rate  from  Measles  for  the 
seventy-six  great  towns  was  0*47  per  annum.  The  deaths 
from  Measles  were  distributed  over  the  four  quarters  of  the 
year  as  follows  : — First  quarter,  6  ;  second  quarter,  63  ; 
third  quarter,  53  ;  and  fourth  quarter,  56.  The  average 
number  of  deaths  from  Measles  in  the  City  during  the  past 
twenty  years  was  101. 
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NOTIFICATION  OF  MEASLES. 


In  April  of  the  year  under  review,  I  was  instructed  to 
report  as  to  the  advisability  of  continuing  the  Order  applying 
the  provisions  of  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act, 
1889,  to  Measles. 

I  secured  a  great  amount  of  information,  and  after  care¬ 
fully  considering  the  matter,  I  was  reluctantly  compelled, 
having  regard  to  the  facts  obtained  and  in  view  of  past 
experience,  to  advise  that  the  compulsory  notification  of  the 
disease  be  discontinued. 

After  considering  the  report,  the  Sanitary  Committee 
decided  to  recommend  the  Council  to  revoke  their  Order  as  to 
Notification  of  Measles,  and  after  receiving  the  approval  of  the 
Local  Government  Board,  Measles  ceased  on  the  22nd  of 
August  to  be  a  notifiable  disease  under  the  Act. 

A  voluntary  system  of  notification  of  Measles,  however,  has 
been  adopted,  which  provides  for  the  first  case  only  in  a  house 
being  notified  and  a  fee  of  2s.  6d.  being  paid  to  the  medical 
practitioner  who  notifies  the  case.  No  fresh  case  from  the  same 
house  is  to  be  notifiable  or  paid  for  unless  an  interval  of  one 
month  has  elapsed  since  the  previous  notification  of  the  disease. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  my  special  report  on  the 
subject : — 

The  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,  1889,  was 
adopted  by  the  Council  and  came  into  operation  in  this  City 
on  the  10th  of  F'ebruarv,  1890. 

Measles  was,  by  special  resolution  of  the  Council  on  5th 
Januarv,  1893,  added  to  the  scheduled  list  and  became  a 
notifiable  disease  on  the  10th  February,  1890,  by  a  coincidence, 
exactly  three  years  after  the  adoption  of  the  Act. 
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In  this  City,  immediately  the  medical  practitioner 
notifies  a  case  of  infectious  disease,  the  house  is  systematically 
visited  by  our  Sanitary  officials  and  printed  precautions  to  be 
taken  against  the  spread  of  the  disease  are  freely  distributed. 
Notice  is  immediately  forwarded  to  the  Education  Authority  and 
Public  Libraries,  informing  them  of  each  centre  of  infection, 
and  children  from’  the  infected  houses  are  prohibited  from 
attending  school. 

All  books  are  collected  from  the  infected  house  and 
disinfected  before  redistribution,  and  no  books  are  again 
issued  to  persons  residing  at  an  infected  house  until 
convalescence  is  established.  A  sanitary  inspection  is  also 
made  of  the  house,  and,  in  the  event  of  any  defects  existing, 
measures  are  forthwith  taken  for  placing  the  same  in  a  sanitary 
condition. 

Closure  and  subsequent  disinfection  of  the  day  schools  in 
the  localities  in  which  the  disease  has  continued  to  spread,  has 
been  resorted  to,  whilst  on  several  occasions,  when  the  disease 
has  assumed  epidemic  proportions  throughout  the  city,  the 
whole  of  the  public  Elementary  and  Sunday  Schols  have  been 
closed  for  varying  periods  and  disinfected. 

In  the  event  of  the  head  of  the  family  failing  to  notify 
any  case  occurring  in  his  house,  forms  are  left,  requesting  him  to 
comply  with  the  Act,  and  also  pointing  out  the  requiiements  of 
the  Infectious  Disease  (Prevention)  Act  for  efficient  disinfection 
of  the  house  and  effects,  upon  the  convalescence  of  patients. 
This  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  officials,  after  which 
wheie  necessary,  a  certificate  is  given  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  certifying  that  such  has  been  executed  ;  failing 
which  a  like  certificate  is  necessary  from  the  medical  practitioner 
in  attendance  ;  and  it  is  recommended  that  such  certificate  be 
obtained  before  the  patient  be  allowed  to  return  to  school  or 
resume  occupation. 

Measles  differs  in  many  respects  from  other  notifiable 
diseases,  since  it  may  be  stated  to  be  a  purely  epidemic  disease 
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and  occurs  at  intervals  of  about  two  years,  the  greatest  number 
of  cases  and  the  highest  mortality  occurring  amongst  children 
under  5  years  of  age,  representing  90  to  95  per  cent,  of  the  deaths 
from  the  disease.  It  is  most  fatal  during  the  second  year  of  life, 
a  greater  number  of  males  than  females  being  attacked.  The 
incidence  of  attack  is  highest  during  the  third,  fourth  and  fifth 
years  of  life,  and  according  to  Dr.  Kerr,  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  the  London  School  Board,  in  an  investigation  made 
a  short  time  ago,  75  per  cent,  of  the  scholars  over  5  years 
of  age  attending  their  schools  had  already  had  measles. 

This,  in  my  opinion,  points  to  the  desirability  of 
discouraging  the  attendance  of  children  at  school  before  they 
reach  the  recognised  school  age. 

According  to  the  Registrar-General’s  Return  for  1902, 
it  is  estimated  that  there  were  some  722,206  children  in  England 
and  Wales  between  3  and  4  years  of  age,  and  715,897  between 
4  and  5  years  of  age  ;  27‘2  per  cent,  of  the  former  and  58  per 
cent,  of  the  latter  were  attending  elementary  schools. 

If  a  child  commences  school  life  between  3  and  4  years  of 
age,  it  will  probably  be  exposed  to  infection  in  respect  to 
measles  before  it  is  5  years  old,  in  consequence  of  such  school 
attendance. 

At  present  a  large  number  of  children  receive  instruction 
in  elementary  subjects  before  the  age  of  5  years,  when  the 
brain  is  not  sufficiently  developed  to  benefit  by  it,  and  it  is 
stated  that  £1,250,000  is  annually  expended  on  this  un¬ 
necessary,  and,  to  my  mind,  educationally  useless  attendance. 

I  believe  few  educational  advantages  are  derived  from 
the  attendance  at  school  of  children  under  the  age  of  5  years, 
and  apart  from  the  children  being  exposed  at  the  most 
susceptible  period  of  life  to  all  kinds  of  infectious  diseases,  it 
is  injurious  to  the  physical  and  mental  welfare  of  such 
children. 

Excessive  straining  of  the  vision,  resulting  in  defective 
eyesight,  occurs  more  commonly  among  such  children  than

amongst  children  who  do  not  overstrain  their  eyes  until  they 
have  reached  the  age  of  5  years. 

The  Employment  of  Children  Act,  1903,  makes  general 
provision  for  the  protection  of  children  under  the  age  of  14 
years  from  being  employed  lifting  heavy  weights,  or  in  any 
occupation  likely  to  be  injurious  to  their  health,  limb  or 
education,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  is  equally  important 
that  children  of  a  more  tender  age  should  not  be  allowed  to  be 
exposed  to  any  risks  whatever  before  they  reach  the  age  of  5 
years. 

The  attendance  of  children  at  school  in  Hull,  according 
to  figures  supplied  by  the  Education  Department,  is  shewn 
to  be  on  the  3rd  June,  1904,  42,894,  and  of  this  number  the 
estimated  approximate  number  of  children  under  5  years  of 
age  attending  school  is  4,433. 

According  to  the  returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  the 
average  death  rate  from  measles  in  Hull  for  the  ten  years 
1883-1892,  was  O' 38,  whilst  for  the  ten  years  1893-1902  it  was 
shewn  to  be  0  53.  The  cause  for  this  increase  is,  in  my 
opinion,  due  to  the  age  at  which  children  may  be  admitted  to 
school  life,  being  reduced  from  5  to  3  years. 

The  number  of  deaths  annually  occurring  from  the 
various  zymotic  diseases  in  large  towns  of  England  and  Wales 
during  the  past  five  years,  is  shewn  in  the  tabulated  statement 
(Table  A)  attached  hereto.

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On  reference  to  tables  B  and  C,  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the 
16,309  cases  of  measles  investigated  in  Hull  during  the  past  five 
years,  10,730  were  children  under  5  years  of  age,  the  mortality 
from  the  disease  being  naturally  correspondingly  high. 

Unhappily  many  people  do  not  regard  measles  seriously, 
and  the  complications  due  to  early  exposure  so  often  resulting 
in  a  high  mortality. 

This  is  an  important  consideration  in  regard  to  the  practical 
benefits  to  be  derived  from  notification,  the  chief  value  of  which 
is  to  obtain  an  early  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  the  disease 
in  families  or  schools,  and  to  take  measures  such  as  isolation, 
disinfection,  and  inquiries  as  to  sanitary  conditions,  all  of  which 
tend  to  prevent  the  spread  of  this  and  other  infectious  diseases. 

The  incubation  period  of  Measles,  i.e.,  the  period  which 
elapses  after  a  patient  has  become  infected,  and  before  the 
disease  develops  is  usually  about  10  to  12  days,  the  rash 
appearing  about  4  days  after  the  child  has  sickened.  The 
disease  is  highly  infectious  before  it  reaches  the  stage  at  which 
it  can  be  definitely  recognized,  and  as  with  influenza,  preventive 
measures  have  largely  failed  by  reason  of  the  methods  of  its 
spread,  consequently  whole  families  or  others  who  may  have 
been  in  contact  with  a  patient,  may  have  become  infected  before 
isolation  and  other  precautions  are  taken,  hence  the  wide 
dissemination  and  rapid  spread  of  the  disease.  Excepting 
Whooping  Cough  and  Diarrhoea,  it  yields  the  highest 
mortality  of  any  of  the  zymotic  diseases. 

One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  in  controlling  measles  is  the 
occurrence  of  very  mild  cases  which  may  escape  detection 
altogether,  and  others,  with  regard  to  which  no  precautions 
whatever  are  taken,  such  children,  on  account  of  the 
mildness  of  the  attack,  being  allowed  to  mix  in  a  few  days  with 
their  fellows  at  school  and  elsewhere,  thus  infecting  susceptible 
persons  in  a  school  or  a  community,  even  though  every  known 
notified  case  has  been  investigated  and  isolated. 
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From  a  report  by  Professor  Matthew  Hay,  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  Aberdeen,  issued  in  1903,  it  would  appear  from 
information  he  obtained  that  measles  was  compulsorily 
notifiable  in  Scotland  in  eight  towns  and  six  county  or  rural 
districts  ;  in  England  and  Wales  in  55  fowns  or  urban  districts 
and  21  rural  districts.  In  all  66  towns  or  urban  districts,  and 
27  county  or  rural  districts.  In  54  other  towns  and  rural 
districts  it  was  tried  for  a  time,  but  afterwards  discontinued. 

I  have,  however,  for  the  purposes  of  this  report,  addressed 
a  series  of  questions  to  various  Medical  Officers  of  Health, 
and  according  to  the  thirty-eight  replies  received  I  find  that 
measles  has  been  or  is  still  notifiable  in  the  following  places  : — 
Aberdeen,  Birkenhead,  Burton-on-Trent,  Derby,  Dover,  Dublin, 
Edinburgh,  Paisley,  Plymouth,  Preston,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
and  Reading,  whilst  at  Wigan  and  Norwich  a  system  of 
voluntary  notification  of  the  first  case  in  a  house  has  been 
in  operation,  at  the  former  place,  since  1896,  and  at  the  latter 
since  October  last,  a  fee  of  2s.  6d.  being  paid,  as  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act. 

The  Notification  of  the  disease  has  now  been  discontinued 
at  the  following  of  the  places  mentioned  : — Aberdeen,  Burton- 
on-Trent,  Derby,  Dublin,  Edinburgh,  Paisley,  Preston,  and 
Newcastle,  the  main  reason  given  for  the  discontinuance 
being  that  the  results  are  not  commensurate  with  the  great  loss 
of  labour  and  the  expense  involved. 

Therefore,  of  the  towns  previously  alluded  to,  compulsory 
notification  of  measles  only  remains  in  vogue  at  Birkenhead, 
Dover,  Plymouth,  and  Reading,  and  voluntary  notification  at 
Norwich  and  Wigan. 

According  to  the  information  received,  where  action  is 
taken  with  regard  to  measles,  the  authorities,  excepting  where 
the  disease  is  notifiable,  appear  to  depend  chiefly  upon  the 
School  Authorities  for  their  information,  when  investigation 
and  disinfection  takes  place  in  the  usual  way.  In  many 
instances,  however,  disinfection  is  not  insisted  upon. 
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The  notification  of  measles  was  adopted  in  Hull  with  the 
idea  of  educating  the  people  to  realise  the  infectious  nature 
of  the  disease  and  the  mortality  it  caused  amongst  children 
and  to  their  responsibility  in  taking  precautions  to  protect 
their  offspring,  such  as  seeking  medical  advice  and  the  isolation 
at  home  of  cases  of  measles,  with  a  view  to  preventing  its 
spread. 

Notwithstanding  the  precautions  taken  to  check  the 
spread  of  the  disease  when  it  has  made  its  appearance,  the 
objects  which  it  was  hoped  would  be  obtained  by  notification 
of  measles,  have  not,  unfortunately,  been  wholly  achieved, 
and  the  failure  may  be  said  to  be  due  to  the  following 
causes  : — 

(1)  The  disease  being  highly  infectious  before  it  can  be 
diagnosed. 

(2)  The  indifference  with  which  many  of  the  public  regard 
the  disease. 

(3)  The  great  number  of  cases  which  are  not  medically 
attended  or  reported  to  the  Sanitary  Authority,  and 
consequently  no  official  action  taken. 

(4)  The  impossibility  of  efficient  isolation,  in  a  number 
of  instances,  of  patients  at  their  homes,  and  the  impractica¬ 
bility  of  providing  hospital  accommodation  for  the  disease. 

From  the  1st  January  last  to  the  11th  June,  2764  cases 
of  measles,  mostly  occurring  amongst  children  under  5  years 
of  age,  have  been  notified,  and  with  a  view  to  checking  the 
spread  of  the  disease,  13  public  elementary  schools  have  been 
fumigated,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  precautions  taken. 

A  great  factor  against  the  continuance  of  measles  as  a 
notifiable  disease,  is  the  increased  work  caused  by  an  epidemic, 
which  interferes  with  and  dislocates  the  whole  sanitary 
arrangements  of  the  Department.  To  investigate  all  cases  of 
measles  reported,  and  to  carry  out  the  necessary  disinfection, 
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etc.,  of  the  infected  houses  and  the  schools  which  the 
children  attend,  interferes  greatly  with  the  ordinary  routine 
and  general  work  of  the  inspectors. 

To  perform  the  necessary  work  in  connection  with  an 
epidemic  of  measles  in  a  city  like  Hull,  requires  the  temporary 
appointment  of  an  additional  staff  of  officers.  Even  then, 
owing  to  the  great  number  of  cases  which  never  come  under  the 
notice  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  and  to  the  number  of  children 
at  the  most  susceptible  age  attending  school,  I  am  afraid  the 
efforts  would  not  always  prove  effectual  in  stamping  out  or 
checking  the  disease. 

Having  regard  to  these  facts  and  in  view  of  the  experience 
gained  in  many  other  towns,  it  must  be  admitted  that 
notification  has  not  proved  so  beneficial  as  was  anticipated, 
and  I  am  reluctantly  compelled  to  express  the  opinion  that  the 
unsatisfactory  results  obtained,  combined  with  the  interference 
with  the  inspectors’  ordinary  duties  and  the  expenditure 
involved,  do  not  justify  the  continuance  of  measles  as  a 
notifiable  disease. 

I  append  a  statement,  which  shews  the  cost  in  medical 
fees  for  notification  of  measles,  since  its  adoption  12  years  ago, 
has  been  £4419  15s.  Od.,  or  a  yearly  average  of  £368  5s.  Od.  as 
against  £3565  4s.  Od.,  or  a  yearly  average  of  £237  3s.  7d.,  for 
all  the  other  notifiable  diseases  for  a  period  of  15  years.  I 
would  add  that  the  cost  of  notification  only  represents  a 
portion  of  the  total  expenditure  involved  in  dealing  with  an 
epidemic.

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Diphtheria. 

There  have  been  61  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  as  against 
75  in  1903  and  85  in  1902.  The  death-rate  was  equal  to  0*24 
per  1000  per  annum.  The  average  mortality  from  Diphtheria 
for  the  seventy-six  great  towns  was  0T9  per  1000  per  annum.  The 
deaths  from  Diphtheria  were  distributed  over  the  four  quarters 
of  the  year  as  follows  : — First  quarter,  11  ;  second  quarter, 
11  ;  third  quarter,  20  ;  and  fourth  quarter,  19.  The  average 
number  of  deaths  from  Diphtheria  in  the  City  during  the  past 
twenty  years  was  25. 

Localized  Outbreak  of  Diphtheria. 

In  consequence  of  an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  amongst  the 
scholars  attending  the  West  Dock  Avenue  School,  situate  in  the 
Newington  Registration  Sub -District,  I  made  an  investigation 
into  the  circumstances  and  presented  the  following  report  on 
the  subject. 

The  disease  appears  to  be  most  prevalent  amongst  the 
children  attending  the  West  Dock  Avenue  School,  some  23  of 

/ 

these  scholars  having  been  notified  from  the  1st  June  to  4th  July 
as  suffering  from  Diphtheria.  Seventeen  of  these  cases  were 
admitted  into  the  Sanatorium,  clinically  presenting  all  the 
symptoms  of  Diphtheria.  In  the  majority  of  these  cases  bacterio¬ 
logical  examinations  were  made,  yielding  positive  results.  One 
of  the  cases  admitted  to  hospital  proved  fatal.  The  remaining 
six  cases  were  treated  at  home. 

The  cases  were  mostly  confined  to  the  infant  department, 
the  ages  of  the  children  varying  from  3  to  6  years. 

The  number  of  children  on  the  register  is  some  353,  and 
on  the  6th  July,  273  children  were  in  attendance. 

After  communicating  with  the  Secretary  of  Education, 
I  visited  the  school  on  the  6th  and  7th  July,  and  examined  the 
children  in  attendance.  I  obtained  swabs  from  the  throats  of 
31  children  and  5  teachers,  all  apparently  healthy  and  pursuing 
their  scholastic  duties,  and  submitted  the  same  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination. 
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The  bacillus  of  diphtheria  was  shown  to  have  been  present 
in  the  throats  of  nineteen  of  the  children  ( 13  males  and  6  females), 
the  result  in  the  case  of  each  of  the  five  teachers  being  returned 
as  negative. 

All  the  cases  admitted  into  the  Sanatorium  were  treated 
with  anti-diphtheria  serum,  and  in  no  case  was  the  operation 
of  tracheotomy  necessary. 

The  whole  of  the  elementary  schools  under  the  control  of 
the  Education  Authority  closed  for  the  annual  holiday  on  the 
8th  July. 

The]  diseases  diphtheria  and  membraneous  croup  are 
scheduled  as  separate  diseases  in  the  Notification  Act  of  1889. 

In  diphtheria,  the  local  affection  is  generally  accompanied 
by  a  formation  of  a  membrane  and  the  existence  of  a  local  and 
general  indication  of  illness. 

When  the  local  form  of  membrane  affects  the  wind-pipe, 
as  is  common  in  young  children,  the  disease  is  described  as 
membraneous  croup. 

Since  the  discovery  of  the  specific  bacillus  of  diphtheria, 
it  has  become  clear  that  the  disease  is  the  same,  whether  it 
occurs  in  the  air  passage,  the  back  of  the  throat  or  elsewhere, 
and  we  now  regard  cases  of  membraneous  croup  as  true  cases  of 
diphtheria. 

The  former  name  is  still  usually  used  to  indicate  those 
cases  of  diphtheria  where  the  membrane  is  present  in  the  air 
passage. 

This  form  of  disease  is  particularly  prone  to  affect  young 
children,  and  the  formation  of  membrane  may  produce 
suffocation  and  death  unless  the  obstruction  is  alleviated  by 
the  operation  of  tracheotomy,  which  consists  in  the  making  of 
a  temporary  opening  for  the  passage  of  air  info  the  lungs,  below 
the  actual  obstruction. 

Diphtheria,  as  instanced,  may  be  of  so  mild  a  character 
as  to  pass  unrecognised,  and  such  cases  may  infect  a  susceptible 
person  and  assume  a  virulent  type,  whilst  in  some  families  it 
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may  be  of  a  mild  type  ;  in  others  it  may  present  no  difference 
from  its  clinical  symptoms  as  diphtheria. 

These  cases  spread  and  often  assume  a  malignant 
character,  some  terminating  fatally. 

The  greater  mortality  is  in  children  under  five  years  of  age. 

PRECAUTIONS  ADOPTED. 

Immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  a  notification  of 
diphtheria,  the  Education  Department  and  the  Public  Libraries 
receive  information,  and  where  a  case  has  been  recommended 
for  admission  to  the  hospital,  it  has  been  forthwith  removed, 
if  accommodation  has  been  available. 

In  all  notified  cases,  the  necessary  precautions  have  been 
taken  and  disinfection  carried  out ;  the  sanitary  arrangements 
of  the  houses  inspected  ;  special  printed  precautions  against 
the  spread  of  the  disease  have  been  circulated  in  the  district, 
and  the  children  from  infected  families  detained  from  school. 

In  the  case  of  the  children  where  the  bacteriological 
results  were  returned  as  positive,  i.e.,  the  bacillus  of  diphtheria 
having  been  discovered  in  their  throats,  such  children  were  kept 
under  observation  and  not  allowed  to  return  to  school  until 
the  absence  of  bacillus  was  shown  after  examination 
bac  teriologically . 


Whooping  Cough. 

Whooping  Cough  occasioned  62  deaths,  as  against  23  in 
1903,  and  104  in  1902.  The  death-rate  was  equal  to  O' 24  per 
1000  per  annum.  The  average  mortality  from  Whooping  Cough 
for  the  seventy-six  great  towns  was  0*40  per  1000  per  annum. 
The  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  were  distributed  over  the  four 
quarters  of  the  year  as  follows  : — First  quarter,  10  ;  second 
quarter,  17  ;  third  quarter,  12  ;  and  fourth  quarter,  23.  The 
average  number  of  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  in  the  City 
during  the  past  twenty  years  was  73. 
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Fever. 

This  term  embraces  the  three  forms — Typhus,  Typhoid, 
and  Simple  Continued  Fever — and  caused  37  deaths,  being  at 
the  rate  of  0T4  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population.  The 
average  mortality  from  Fever  for  the  seventy-six  great  towns 
was  0*  10  per  1000  per  annum.  The  deaths  were  distributed  over 
the  four  quarters  of  the  year  as  follows : — First  quarter,  3 ;  second 
quarter,  2  ;  third  quarter,  13  ;  and  fourth  quarter,  19.  The 
average  number  of  deaths  from  Fever  in  the  City  during  the 
past  twenty  years  was  43. 

As  showing  the  difficulty  of  providing  proper  isolation 
and  preventing  the  spread  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  small  houses, 
it  is  to  be  noted  that  Irom  sixteen  houses  fifty-one  cases  of 
Typhoid  Fever  were,  removed  to  hospital.  From  each  of  two 
houses  there  were  six  cases,  from  one  house  five  cases,  from 
two  houses  four  each,  from  four  houses  three  each,  and  from 
seven  houses  two  each. 

The  incidence  in  My  ton  District,  in  Strickland  and 
Walcott  Streets  and  in  Drypool  District,  in  Barnsley  Street  was 
particularly  heavy. 

In  Strickland  Street  ten  cases  were  removed  from  five 
houses.  In  Walcott  Street  six  cases  from  five  houses,  and  in 
Barnslev  Street  twentv-one  cases  from  fourteen  houses,  the 
incidence  being  particularly  marked  in  Richard  Terrace, 
Barnsley  Street,  cases  being  removed  from  no  fewer  than  seven 
houses  in  this  terrace. 

Inspections  were  made,  and,  where  sanitary  defects  were 
discovered,  these  were  remedied.  There  was  no  reason  to 
suspect  that  infection  was  conveyed  by  means  of  any  article 
of  food  or  drink. 

The  houses  in  the  streets  named  are  comparatively  newly 
erected,  those  in  Barnsley  Street  being  built  on  made  ground  and 
prior  to  the  existing  bye-laws  of  1894  coming  into  operation. 
The  majority  are  four-roomed  houses,  provided  with  privies 
and  are  without  backways. 

It  is  probable  that  in  the  attempt  to  nurse  cases  at  home, 
owing  to  the  lack  of  proper  precautions  in  those  in  attendance, 
the  disease  was  conveyed  to  other  members  of  the  household, 
and  by  means  of  the  custom  of  indiscriminate  visiting  which 
prevails  among  immediate  neighbours  and  friends  or  relatives 
from  other  districts,  infection  was  spread  to  neighbouring 
houses  and  to  other  parts  of  the  city. 
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Diarrhoea. 

Diarrhoea  occasioned  523  deaths,  a  mortality  of  2*05  per 
1000  per  annum  of  the  estimated  population.  The  average 
mortality  from  Diarrhoea  for  the  seventy-six  great  towns  was  1*20 
per  1000  per  annum.  The  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  were  distributed 
over  the  four  quarters  of  the  year  as  follows  : — First  quarter, 
3  ;  second  quarter,  7  ;  third  quarter,  472  ;  and  fourth  quarter, 
41.  The  average  number  of  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  in  the 
City  during  the  past  twenty  years  was  271.  The  highest 
mortality  from  Diarrhoea  in  the  seventy-six  great  towns  was 
2*08  in  West  Ham  and  in  Hull,  2T6  in  Bootle,  and  2*52  in 
Liverpool. 

Infantile  Diarrhoea. 

Of  523  deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  422  were  children  aged 
one  year  and  under,  and  of  this  latter  number  390  died  in  the 
autumnal  quarter,  309  of  whom  were  bottle-fed  or  had  received 
a  mixed  diet,  and  81  only  had  been  breast-fed. 

Notification  of  Diarrhoea. 

During  the  year  a  system  of  voluntary  Notification  of 
Infantile  Diarrhoea  was  adopted  and  came  into  operation  on 
the  15th  August. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  and  investigated  will  be 
found  on  reference  to  page  62. 

Notification  of  the  disease  has  now  been  discontinued.

Prevalence  of  Diarrhoea. 

The  following  is  copy  of  a  special  report  on  Diarrhoea  in 
the  City  during  the  three  months  ended  30th  September,  1904. 

During  the  period  named  there  were  472  deaths  from 
Diarrhoea  recorded  ;  390  of  this  number  were  those  of  children 
under  the  age  of  one  year  ;  60  of  children  between  the  ages  of 
one  and  five  years  ;  the  remaining  cases  being  persons  over 
five  years  (see  Table  A). 

The  highest  mortality  during  the  quarter  occurred  during 
the  four  weeks  ended  10th  September,  when  the  death-rate 
from  Diarrhoea  amounted  to  126  per  1000  ;  the  general  death- 
rate  during  the  same  period  being  25‘  3,  and  the  Zymotic 
rate  13-7. 

During  the  quarter,  the  highest  mortality  from  Diarrhoea 
occurred  in  the  registration  sub-districts  of  Sutton,  Drypool, 
Humber,  East  Sculcoates,  and  Newington,  being  131,  9*  9,  8*6, 
8’0,  and  8'0  per  1000  respectively  ( see  Table  A). 

In  London  the  Diarrhoea  death-rate  was  equal  to  342 
per  1000,  whilst  it  averaged  4- 01  in  the  seventy-five  large  towns 
in  England  and  Wales,  being  highest  in  Liverpool,  8*9  ;  Bootle, 
7’ 9  ;  Hull,  7' 4  ;  West  Ham,  7' 3  ;  Aston  Manor,  6*6  ;  East 
Ham,  6-5  ;  Leyton,  6*3,  and  Hanley,  6- 2. 

Of  the  472  deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  391  had  been  bottle- 
fed  or  had  received  a  mixed  diet ;  whilst  only  81  had  been 
breast-fed. 

The  mode  of  feeding  young  children  is  the  same  all  the 
year  round,  but  the  season  of  decomposition  corresponds  to 
the  increase  of  infantile  mortality,  i.e.,  when  food  is  most  liable 
to  change  owing  to  the  atmospherical  conditions  prevailing. 

Three  of  the  principal  causes  which  led  to  this  high 
infantile  mortality  are  (1)  the  artificial  feeding  of  infants,  now 
so  largely  resorted  to  ;  (2)  want  of  personal  care  by  their 

parents  ;  and  (3)  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  many  of  the 
dwellings  in  which  these  deaths  occur.  There  are  other  causes 
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which  are  associated  with  the  problem,  such  as  the  pollution 
of  the  soil  by  either  vegetable  or  animal  matter,  privy  middens, 
foul  cesspools,  accumulations  of  offensive  refuse  and  want  of 
cleanliness  on  the  part  of  a  section  of  the  community,  but  the 
first  three  named  are  the  main  elements  requiring  action,  so 
far  as  the  Municipality  is  concerned.  Whilst  the  dealing  with 
unhealthy  dwellings  is  of  the  greatest  importance,  it  is  evident 
that  unless  action  in  this  direction  be  associated  with  efforts 
to  counteract  the  evils  arising  from  the  two  first-named  causes 
of  Diarrhoea,  the  result  will  be  disappointing  in  lessening 
infantile  mortality. 

Meteorological  conditions  have  a  distinct  bearing  upon 
the  prevalence  of  Diarrhoea,  and  it  is  now  recognised  by 
authorities  that  it  is  the  temperature  of  the  earth  which  governs 
the  existence  of  Diarrhoea  rather  than  that  of  the  air.  The 
decline  of  Diarrhoea  mortality  coincides  with  the  decline  of  the 
temperature  recorded  by  the  four-foot  earth  thermometer, 
which  temperature  declines  more  slowly  than  the  atmospheric 
temperature  or  than  that  recorded  by  the  one-foot  earth- 
thermometer.  The  Diarrhoea  mortality  is  usually  greater  in 
dry  than  in  wet  seasons,  the  rainfall  operating  principally  by 
its  effect  upon  the  temperature  of  the  soil. 

Of  the  472  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  occurring  during  the 
Autumnal  quarter  of  the  present  year,  421  were  in  houses 
provided  with  privies,  and  51  ocurred  in  dwellings  provided 
with  w.c.’s,  the  greatest  number  of  these  deaths  occurring  in 


four-roomed  houses  (see  Table  A).

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According  to  a  recent  enumeration,  there  are  in  Hull 
some  48,630  houses  provided  with  privies  and  17,369  with 
w.c.’s,  equal  to  2- 7  privy  houses  to  every  w.c.  house. 

The  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  during  the  autumnal  quarter 
in  privy  houses  were  equal  to  8*2  to  every  death  occurring  in 
w.c.  houses. 

As  your  Committee  will  recollect,  a  system  of  voluntary 
notification  of  cases  of  Diarrhoea  occurring  in  the  city  was 
adopted  and  came  into  operation  on  the  15th  August. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  notification  of  the 
disease  to  the  31st  December,  some  1,923  cases  have  been 
reported,  August  (17  days)  1,128  ;  September,  606  ;  October, 
157  ;  November,  28  ;  December,  4. 

On  reference  to  Table  C.,  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  total 
number  notified,  998  were  males  and  925  females  ;  1,466 

were  bottle-fed,  or  were  receiving  a  mixed  diet,  whilst  457 
were  breast-fed  children  ;  1,747  cases  were  reported  from 

privy-houses  and  176  from  w.c.  houses,  being  equal  to  9*3 
reported  in  privy  houses  to  the  cases  reported  from  w.c.  houses. 

Precautions  Adopted. 

Printed  instructions  containing  precautions  to  be  adopted 
have  been  freely  distributed  throughout  the  City.  Early 
notification  of  all  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  has  been  received 
from  the  respective  Registrars  ;  immediate  investigation  has 
been  made  of  each  case  ;  an  inspection  of  the  sanitary  arrange¬ 
ments  of  each  house  has  been  made  ;  courts  have  been  cleansed 
and  limewashed,  and,  where  necessary,  the  subsidiary  drains 
have  been  flushed ;  printed  instructions  against  undue 
accumulations  of  refuse  have  been  distributed  ;  a  liberal  use 
of  disinfectants  in  connection  with  the  collection  of  excreta 
and  dry  dust,  and  gratuitous  distribution  of  disinfectants. 

In  addition,  copies  of  the  following  memorandum  have 
been  sent  to  the  various  Sub-Registrars  of  Births  and  Deaths, 
for  distribution  amongst  persons  registering  the  births  of 
infants : — 
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Advice  as  to  the  Care  of  Infants  and  Young 

Children. 

1.  Infants  should  be  fed  at  the  breast  alone  for  a  period 
of  not  less  than  six  months  or  more  than  ten  months. 
Any  other  form  of  milk  should  not  be  given,  except  on  the 
advice  of  a  medical  man.  In  Hull  some  hundreds  of  infants 
lives  would  probably  be  spared  every  year  were  this 
instruction  alway  acted  upon. 

2.  Infants  should  have  the  breast  during  the  first  three 
months,  not  oftener  than  every  two  hours  during  the  day, 
and  every  four  hours  during  the  night.  At  the  end  of 
three  months  they  should  be  suckled  at  longer  intervals. 
When  they  are  fretful,  or  suffer  from  indigestion,  it  will 
often  be  found  that  they  are  being  over-fed,  and  diminishing 
their  diet  will  put  them  right. 

3.  The  mother  should,  in  order  to  supply  wholesome 
milk  to  her  child,  partake  only  of  plain  and  wholesome  food, 
avoiding  absolutely  alcoholic  stimulants,  condiments,  &c., 
and  should  lead  a  healthful  life.  If  she  suffer  from  sore 
nipples,  they  should  be  washed  with  warm  water  after 
every  time  the  child  has  been  fed,  and  glycerine  or 
methylated  spirit  should  then  be  applied  to  them. 

4.  When,  from  want  of  milk  or  other  absolutely  necessary 
cause,  a  mother  cannot  suckle  her  infant,  she  should  feed 
it  on  fresh  cows'  milk,  prepared  thus  : — 

(a)  Diet  up  to  aye  of  six  weeks. — Two  small  tea-cupfuls 
of  good  fresh  milk  and  three  tea-cupfuls  of  water,  with 
a  small  tea-spoonful  of  white  sugar,  are  mixed  and  boiled, 
and  then  placed  in  a  clean  jug,  covered  with  a  clean 
cloth.  The  supply  should  be  made  up  every  day.  Four 
table-spoonfuls  of  this  should  be  placed  in  the  feeding 
bottle  each  time  it  is  used  ;  and  after  each  time  the 
child  has  been  fed,  the  bottle  should  be  most  thoroughly 
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cleaned.  The  infant  should  not  be  fed  oftener  than 
every  two  hours  during  the  day,  and  every  four  hours 
during  the  night. 

(b)  Diet  for  a  child  six  weeks  to  three  months  old. — The 
milk  may  be  gradually  made  stronger  until  one  pint  of 
cows’  milk  is  added  to  one  pint  of  water,  and  boiled 
and  treated  as  above.  The  amount  at  each  feeding 
should  be  increased  until  eight  table-spoonfuls  are  put 
into  each  bottle  ;  the  interval  between  the  meals  being 
also  increased. 

(c)  Diet  for  a  child  three  to  six  months  old. — The  strength 

of  the  milk  may  be  increased  until  two  pints  of  cows’  * 
milk  are  mixed  with  one  pint  of  water,  boiled  and  treated 
as  above.  About  eight  table-spoonfuls  should  be  given 
at  each  meal.  The  quantity,  however,  and  the  intervals 
between  the  meals  are  to  be  increased  as  occasion  requires, 
but  it  is  necessary  always  to  bear  in  mind  the  danger  of 
overfeeding. 

N.B. — Up  to  the  age  of  six  months  it  will  generally 
be  found  better  to  use  no  other  food  than  milk.  On 
no  account  should  Bread  and  Water  or  Solids  be  given. 

(d)  The  Bottle  used  should  be  that  known  as  the 
Boat-shaped  Bottle.  Bottles  having  a  tube  cannot 
be  efficiently  cleansed.  The  bottle  should  be  cleaned 
with  water  containing  Soda,  the  Teat  should  be  turned 
inside  out  and  also  cleaned,  and  then  the  Bottle  and 
Teat  should  be  boiled. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  water  for  drinking  purposes 
should  be  boiled. 

The  home  should  be  well  ventilated  and  kept  scru¬ 
pulously  clean,  the  yards,  privies,  sinks,  and  ash-pits 
regularly  and  properly  cleansed  and  disinfected.  Nuisances 
arising  from  any  of  these  causes  or  from  defective  drainage 
should  be  at  once  reported  to  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 


Medical  advice  should  be  sought  immediately  a  child 
is  attacked  with  vomiting  or  purging  during  the  hot 
weather.

Recommendations. 

I  would  again  suggest  the  appointment  of  a  qualified 
Female  Inspector  to  visit  all  Diarrhoeal  centres  to  instruct 
families  in  the  elementary  principles  of  hygiene.  These  duties, 
in  my  opinion,  would  be  more  effectively  discharged  by  such  an 
Inspector. 

The  provision  of  sterilized  milk  for  the  feeding  of  infants 
would  be  a  great  advantage  and  would  no  doubt  tend  to  lessen 
the  infantile  mortality.  The  establishment  of  milk  depots 
should,  in  my  opinion,  be  undertaken  by  the  Municipality  as  a 
branch  of  their  public  health  administration. 

I  append  tables  shewing  the  meteorological  conditions 
and  the  distribution  of  Diarrhoea  during  the  autumnal  quarters 
of  1901,  1902,  1903,  and  1904.

Hospitals. 

Eight  hundred  and  five  patients  have  been  treated 
in  the  Hospitals.  Of  this  number  756  have  been  admitted 
during  the  year  1904,  as  against  616  in  1903,  and  748  in  1902. 

Of  the  cases  admitted  into  Hospital,  86  were  suffering 
from  Small  Pox,  275  from  Scarlatina,  164  from  Diphtheria, 
121  from  Typhoid  Fever,  6  from  Measles,  and  104  were 
admitted  for  isolation. 

The  admissions  were  distributed  over  the  four  quarters 
of  the  year  as  follows  : — 

First  quarter,  223  ;  second  quarter,  188  ;  third  quarter, 
166  ;  fourth  quarter,  179. 
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Five  hundred  and  six  cases  of  Scarlatina  were  notified 
to  the  Authority,  of  which  number  244  or  48*2  %  were  removed 
to  the  Sanatorium  for  isolation.  Of  the  244  admitted,  5 
proved  fatal,  giving  a  case  fatality  of  2*0  %  of  the  cases 
admitted.  Thirty-one  cases  in  addition  were  admitted  from 
outside  the  boundary,  or  from  vessels  arriving  in  Port,  two  of 
which  proved  fatal. 

One  hundred  and  twenty- one  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever 
were  admitted  to  the  Hospitals  (seventy-seven  to  the  Sana¬ 
torium  and  forty-four  to  the  Evan  Fraser  Hospital).  Of  this 
number  twenty-four  proved  fatal,  giving  a  case  mortality  of 
19*8%  as  against  17*6%  for  1902,  and  12*5%  for  1903. 

The  cases,  particularly  in  the  Autumnal  Quarter,  when 
the  majority  were  admitted,  were  of  a  severe  type,  no  fewer  than 
seventeen,  or  14*04%  of  those  admitted  suffering  from 
Intestinal  Hoemorrhage,  more  or  less  severe. 

Five  hundred  and  twenty-six  persons  were  notified  as 
suffering  from  Diphtheria.  Of  this  number,  156,  or  29*6%  were 
removed  to  the  Hospitals  for  isolation.  Eight  cases  in  addition 
have  been  admitted  from  vessels  or  from  outside  the  City 
boundary,  three  of  which  proved  fatal. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  from  all  causes  to  the  total 
admissions  was  equal  to  8*2%,  as  against  6*9%  during  the  year 
1903,  and  7*3%  during  the  year  1902. 

The  average  daily  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospitals 
was  80,  and  the  average  stay  of  each  patient  was  41  days.

Diphtheria. 

The  appended  table  gives  particulars  of  164  cases  of 
Diphtheria  admitted  and  treated  at  the  Sanatorium  during 
1904.  Twenty-six  deaths  occurred,  giving  a  case  mortality 
of  15-8%. 

This  figure,  which  is  a  marked  reduction  on  that  of  the 
pre-antitoxin  period,  could  be  further  very  considerably 
reduced  if  the  cases  came  under  the  antitoxin  treatment  at  an 
earlier  date  in  the  course  of  their  illness. 

Out  of  26  laryngeal  cases  fourteen  recovered  without 
surgical  interference,  and  twelve  required  tracheotomy,  three 
deaths  occurring,  thus  the  percentage  of  deaths  in  laryngeal 
cases  was  IT 5. 
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Small  Pox. 

Eighty-six  cases  of  Small  Pox  were  admitted  to  the 
Hospital.  The  prevailing  type  of  the  disease  was  mild,  and 
the  case  mortality  works  out  at  5-8%.  The  accompanying 
tables  give  particulars  as  to  vaccination. 

RE  VACCINATION. 

No  person  who  had  been  recently  successfully  revac¬ 
cinated  was  attacked.  Three  persons  stated  to  have  been 
successfully  revaccinated  at  some  time  were  admitted.  The 
particulars  of  these  cases  are  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Female,  aged  31,  admitted  21st  March,  1904.  Two 
marks  primary  vaccination,  approximate  area,  j 
sq.  inch.  Vaccinated  in  infancy.  Stated  to  have 
been  successfully  revaccinated  13  years  previously. 
There  was  a  scar  upon  the  right  shoulder  which, 
according  to  the  patient’s  statement,  was  due  to 
her  having  been  accidentally  inoculated  from  her 
baby  when  the  latter  was  vaccinated  about  thirteen 
years  previously.  She  suffered  a  discrete  attack 
and  was  discharged  23rd  April,  1904. 

(i b )  Male,  aged  63,  admitted  19th  April,  1904.  Three  marks 
primary  vaccination,  approximate  area,  1 J  sq.  inches. 
Vaccinated  in  infancy.  Stated  to  have  been  success¬ 
fully  revaccinated  39  years  previously.  One 
cicatrix  present  which  might  be  attributed  to 
revaccination.  Suffered  a  discrete  attack.  Dis¬ 
charged  10th  May,  1904. 

(c)  Male,  aged  30,  admitted  25th  April,  1904.  Three 
marks  primary  vaccination,  approximate  area,  1J 
sq.  inches.  Vaccinated  in  infancy.  Stated  to  have 
been  successfully  revaccinated  21  years  previously. 
One  cicatrix  present,  which  might  be  attributed 
to  re  vaccination.  His  attack  was  of  a  discrete 

type.  Discharged  19th  May,  1904. 
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Eight  persons  were  admitted  suffering  from  Small  Pox 
who  had  been  successfully  revaccinated  after  having  been 
infected  with  Small  Pox.  The  following  table  shows  the  date 
of  re  vaccination  and  the  stated  date  of  appearance  of  eruption

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Sanatorium. 

In  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  14th  January,  a  report 
was  presented  to  the  Hospitals  Sub-Committee  on  the  11th 
February,  recommending  the  provision  of  additional  buildings, 
firstly,  for  the  admission  of  suspicious  and  undefined  cases  of 
infectious  disease  occurring  in  the  City,  and  secondly,  for  the 
isolation  and  treatment  of  patients  who,  after  admission  for 
a  specific  disease,  developed  another  disease  which  had  been 
incubating  before  or  at  the  time  of  removal.  Plans  were 
prepared  and  approved,  the  estimated  cost,  including  furnishing, 
being  £3,000.  The  buildings  to  be  two  in  number — each  block 
consisting  of  three  wards  and  a  kitchen — each  ward  to  contain 
two  beds  and  having  bath  room  and  water  closet  accommodation, 
and  being  connected  by  a  lobby  to  a  corridor  giving  access  to 
the  kitchen.  An  acre  of  land  adjoining  the  Sanatorium 
grounds  was  obtained  from  the  Property  Committee.  The 
acquisition  of  these  buildings  will  greatly  facilitate  the 
administration  of  the  Hospitals. 

The  accommodation  for  Diphtheria  and  Typhoid  Fever 
has  been  very  severely  taxed  during  the  year.  Diphtheria 
cases  from  time  to  time  had  to  be  refused  admission  and 
advantage  had  to  be  taken  of  unused  wards  at  the  Evan 
Fraser  Hospital,  when  free  of  Small  Pox,  for  the  accom¬ 
modation  of  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  in  consequence  of  the 
Sanatorium  Typhoid  Wards  being  full. 

Ambulances. 

During  the  year  the  Ambulance  arrangements,  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  removal  of  patients  to  hospital,  have  been 
re-organised,  and,  in  addition  to  further  ambulances  being 
obtained,  the  old  vehicles  have  been  thoroughly  renovated  and 
^brought  up-to-date. 
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Phthisis. 

During  the  year  308  deaths  from  Phthisis  were  recorded, 
as  against  261  in  1903  and  253  in  1902,  being  equal  to  P0  per 
1000  per  annum,  as  against  P0  in  1903,  and  P0  in  1902. 

Notification  and  Treatment  of  Consumption. 

The  following  report  on  the  notification  and  treatment 
was  presented  during  the  year,  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of 
the  Sanitary  Committee  : — 

“  That  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  obtain  information 
from  other  large  cities  and  towns,  as  to  what  action,  if 
any,  they  have  taken  with  regard  to  the  prevention,  &c., 
of  Consumption,  and  the  provision  of  Sanatoria  for  its 
treatment,” 

I  beg  to  report  that  I  have  addressed  129  letters  containing 
queries  to  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  large  cities, 
boroughs,  county  boroughs  and  county  councils  of  England 
and  Wales,  and  also  of  Edinburgh,  Glasgow,  Aberdeen,  Dundee, 
Dublin  and  Belfast,  and  beg  to  submit  the  following  information 
from  the  95  replies  received  : —

8.  Have  you  adopted  Bye-laws  prohibiting  persons 
spitting  in  waiting-rooms,  public  conveyances,  and  places  of 
public  entertainment  ?  If  so,  I  should  be  glad  to  receive  a  copy, 
and  also  a  copy  of  any  special  report  which  you  may  have  made 
on  the  subject. 

Death  Rates. — Owing  to  the  incompleteness  of  many  of 
the  death  rates  received,  those  available  would  be  of  little 
value  for  the  purpose  of  comparison.  I,  therefore,  only  give 
the  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  for  Hull,  as  furnished  by 
Dr.  Tatham,  of  the  Registrar-General’s  Office.  According  to 
these  returns,  during  the  ten  years  1891-1900,  the  death  rate 
from  all  form  of  Tubercular  diseases  throughout  England  and 
Wales,  was  2-0  per  thousand  of  the  population,  i.e.,  rather 
more  than  60,000  persons  died  every  year  from  this  one  cause, 
and  42,000  were  attributed  to  consumption  or  phthisis.

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In  England  and  Wales  the  death  rate  from  Consumption 
per  million  living,  of  both  sexes  for  the  first  five  years,  1866  to 
1870,  was  2,448  ;  from  1871  to  1875,  was  2,218  ;  from  1876  to 
1880  it  was  2,040  ;  from  1881  to  1885  it  was  1,830  ;  from 
1886  to  1890  it  was  1,635  ;  from  1891  to  1895  it  was  1,462, 
and  from  1896  to  1900  it  was  1,323. 

In  the  period,  therefore,  of  thirty-five  years  the  fall  in  the 
mortality  from  Consumption  had  been  from  2,448  to  1,323  per 
million.  The  population  of  England  and  Wales  had  increased 
by  50  per  cent,  while  the  mortality  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
had  fallen  50  per  cent.  The  mortality  from  Consumption 
differed  greatly  in  the  two  sexes.  In  the  last  five  years,  for 
which  statistics  had  been  prepared,  that  is  to  say,  in  the 
quinquennium,  1897-1902,  Consumption  was  fatal  to  1,529 
out  of  every  million  males  living,  but  to  only  1,114  females  in 
every  million  females  living. 

Voluntary  notification  has  been  adopted  in- 

Birkenhead  (no  fees  paid),  Blackburn,  Bolton,  Brighton, 
Bristol,  Cardiff,  Derby,  Huddersfield,  Leeds,  Leicester, 
Liverpool,  Manchester,  Nottingham,  Plymouth,  Sunderland, 
and  Edinburgh. 

Metropolitan  Boroughs — - 

Bermondsey,  Chelsea,  Croydon,  Finsbury,  Greenwich, 
Hammersmith,  Hampstead,  Kensington,  Lambeth,  City  of 
London,  St.  Marylebone,  Southwark,  Stoke  Newington, 
Wandsworth,  Westminster,  and  Woolwich.  The  question  is 
under  consideration  at  Islington. 

County  Councils — 

County  Councils  do  not  appear  to  have  any  executive 
powers  in  regard  to  the  matter,  but  in  some  instances  they  have 
recommended  the  adoption  of  voluntary  notification  by  the 
District  Councils  within  their  jurisdiction,  and  the  following 
have  acquiesced  : — ■ 
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Durham  County  Council — 

The  Borough  of  Jarrow,  and  the  Stanhope  Urban  and  the 
Weardale  Rural  Districts  have  adopted  notification. 

Hertford  County  Council — 

Notification  has  been  adopted  at  St.  Albans  and  Harpen- 
den  Urban  District  Councils. 

Salop  County  Council — 

Two  districts  have  adopted  it. 

Staffordshire — 

Adopted  by  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Biddulph. 

Sussex  (East) — - 

Notification  in  force  in  the  Borough  of  Eastbourne  and 
Hove  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Burgess  Hill  and  Cuckfield. 

Westmoreland  County  Council — 

Notification  has  been  adopted  in  nine  districts  in  the 
County. 

Wiltshire  County  Council — 

Adopted  in  several  of  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts. 

Liverpool — This  authority  has  requested  the  notification 
of  all  cases  in  which  some  action  can  be  taken  by  the  Health 
Department. 

Bradford — A  resolution  to  adopt  voluntary  notification 
has  been  adopted,  but  has  not  yet  been  carried  into  effect. 

Norwich — A  partial  experiment  was  made  for  six  months 
and  then  relinquished.  Only  a  Is.  fee  was  offered  for 
notification. 

Sheffield — Voluntary  notification  was  adopted  in  1899, 
but  since  1st  November  last  compulsory  notification  has 
been  in  force.  This  power  has  been  granted  for  an 
experimental  period  of  seven  years  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Sheffield  Corporation  Act,  1903.  It  is  required  to  send 
with  the  notification  form  a  specimen  of  the  sputum  in  a 
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tube  provided  for  the  purpose,  which  is  examined  free  of 
charge,  and  if  found  to  contain  tubercle  baccilli  a  notification 
fee  of  2s.  6d.  is  paid.  This  condition  was  imposed  to  protect 
against  the  notification  of  old  Bronchitis  cases,  &c.,  and  the 
hardship  which  such  notification  would  entail  on  the  patient. 

Southampton  —  A  circular  was  sent  to  all  medical 
practitioners  in  the  town,  asking  them  if  they  would  voluntarily 
notify  cases  of  consumption.  With  one  or  two  exceptions 
they  promised  to  do  so,  but  only  a  few  Practitioners  notify 
regularly. 

Stoke  Newington — The  Authority  only  pay  for  notification 
of  any  case  of  consumption  which  has  not  been  previously 
notified  from  the  same  premises.  Specimens  of  sputum  of 
patients  are  examined  free  of  charge. 

Glasgow — Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  various 
Dispensaries  and  Infirmaries  throughout  the  City,  and  also 
with  the  Parochial  Authorities  of  the  City  Parish  to  notify 
all  cases  of  Consumption  in  persons  applying  for  relief. 

Dublin — The  Dispensary  Physicians  generally  notify 
cases.  No  fee  for  notification  is  given,  but  the  subject  is  under 
consideration. 

Cheshire  County  Council — The  Authority  is  in  favour  of 
and  advises  notification  of  Consumption. 

Yorkshire  County  Council — Notification  not  adopted,  but 
the  disease  has  been  classed  as  an  infectious  disease  under  the 
Isolation  Hospital  Act,  1893. 

Where  voluntary  notification  of  Consumption  has  been 
adopted,  the  general  rule  is  to  pay  a  fee  of  2s.  6d.  as  under  the 
Provisions  of  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,  1889. 

Where  action  has  been  taken  with  a  view  to  the  isolation 
and  treatment  of  Consumptive  patients— 

Bradford — No  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Municipality. 
A  scheme,  however,  has  been  promoted  by  the  Bradford  Poor 
Law  Guardians  for  the  provision  of  a  Sanatorium  for  Con¬ 
sumptives,  the  foundation  stone  of  which  has  just  been  laid. 
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Provision  is  to  be  made  for  the  treatment  of  42  patients,  and 
the  total  cost  of  the  buildings  is  estimated  at  about  £10,000. 

Bolton — The  matter  is  still  under  consideration  by  the 
Sanitary  Committee. 

Brighton — Action  has  been  taken  by  this  Authority,  but 
they  have  not  constructed  any  special  buildings.  The 
Authority  maintain  three  patients  at  an  Open  Air  Sanatorium 
outside  of  Brighton.  Have  also  four  patients  in  a  separate 
pavilion  of  the  Borough  Fever  Hospital,  each  kept  in  for  a 
month,  with  a  view  to 

(1)  Rest  and  improvement  of  patient. 

(2)  Training  in  management  of  sputum. 

(3)  Disinfection  and  cleansing  of  home,  &c. 

* _ 

Bristol — The  City  Council  have  secured  25  beds  at  the 
Winsley  Sanatorium,  on  payment  of  £5,000  and  £65  annually 
for  maintenance. 

Leeds — The  Authority  subscribes  £400  to  a  voluntary 
hospital  established  by  a  Committee  appointed  for  that  purpose 
in  the  City.  This  Committee  have  had  two  experimental 
hospitals  in  the  Wharfe  Valley,  and  now  rent  (from  the  Sewerage 
Committee  of  the  Corporation)  Gateforth  Hall,  near  Selby,  for 
the  purpose  of  a  hospital.  The  site  is  on  the  Bunter  Bed. 
The  building  was  not  originally  intended  for  the  purpose,  but 
has  been  adapted.  The  Committee  have  now  taken  a  large 
house,  which  they  are  fitting  up  as  a  “  home  of  rest.” 

Leicester — The  Corporation  have  set  apart  a  block  at  the 
Borough  Isolation  Hospital. 

Liverpool — The  Poor  Law  Guardians  have  erected  a 
hospital,  and  a  Sanatorium  has  been  erected  by  voluntary 
subscriptions  in  connection  with  the  Consumptive  Hospital. 

Manchester — Hope  to  have  completed  arrangements  by 
end  of  year  for  50  beds,  and  are  aiming  to  secure  100  eventually. 

Plymouth — Corporation  pay  £78  for  each  of  two  beds  at 
a  Sanatorium  in  the  neighbourhood. 
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Sheffield — A  resolution  was  passed  on  the  12th  June,  1901, 
that  a  sum  of  £6,000  per  annum  be  provided  out  of  the  rates 
for  all  charges  in  connection  with  a  Sanatorium  which  it  is 
intended  to  build.  The  project  has  been  postponed  for  the 
present. 

Sunderland — The  Corporation  pay  £150  per  annum  for  the 
use  of  two  beds  in  the  Consumptive  Sanatorium  at  Stanhope. 

Metropolitan  Boroughs — 

No  action  has  been  taken  by  any  of  these  Authorities, 
excepting  Woolwich  Corporation,  who  are  maintaining, 
experimentally,  two  beds  at  the  Peppard  Common  Sanatorium. 
The  Kensington  Council  have  recommended  the  Metropolitan 
Asylum  Board  to  move  in  the  matter. 

County  Councils — 

Cheshire — Sometime  ago  the  County  Council  called  a 
public  meeting  of  delegates  from  Boards  of  Guardians  and  the 
Urban  and  Rural  District  Councils,  with  a  view  to  providing  a 
Sanatorium  (about  100  beds). 

Derbyshire — The  County  Council  propose  building  a 
Sanatorium  for  Tuberculosis. 

Cornwall — There  is  a  Sanatorium  at  Didsworth,  South 
Brent,  Devon,  with  accommodation  for  about  42  patients,  to 
which  the  County  Council  have  promised  to  subscribe. 
Several  of  the  District  Councils  are  also  giving  it  substantial 
support. 

Devon—  The  County  Council  have  issued  a  circular  letter 
to  the  District  Councils  within  their  jurisdiction,  with  a  view  to 
action  being  taken  to  provide  a  Hospital  for  the  whole  county. 

Durham — No  separate  provision  has  been  made,  but  there 
is  a  Sanatorium  at  Stanhope,  with  about  24  beds,  which  will 
shortly  be  increased  to  40.  Several  Sanitary  Authorities 
within  the  County  contribute  to  it,  as  do  also  some  Trades 
Councils,  Miners’  Lodges,  &c. 
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Nottinghamshire — Nothing  done  by  County  Council,  but 
there  is  a  Sanatorium  in  Sherwood  Forest  with  25  beds, 
supported  by  voluntary  contributions. 

Northumberland — No  action  taken,  but  there  is  a  prob¬ 
ability  of  a  Sanatorium  being  provided  owing  to  the  efforts  of 
the  Northern  Branch  of  the  National  Association  for  the 
Prevention  of  Consumption,  a  site  and  £7,000  to  £10,000  having 
been  promised. 

Oxford — No  hospital  isolation  provided.  There  are  two 
private  Sanatoria,  one  at  Bailey  and  one  at  Rotherford  Peppard. 

Staffordshire — A  scheme  is  now  being  prepared.  If 
approved,  probably  a  Sanatorium  for  50  patients  will  be 
provided  by  the  County  Council. 

Westmorland — No  provision  has  been  made  by  the 
County  Council,  but  accommodation  for  22  patients  has  been 
made  at  Westmorland  Consumption  Sanatorium,  Meathop, 
by  Dr.  Paget  Tomlinson.  This  building  was  taken  over  for 
its  present  purpose  at  a  rent  of  £70  per  year  ;  transformed, 
enlarged  and  equipped  for  16  consumptive  patients  and  staff 
at  a  cost  of  £1,200  ;  being  opened  in  March,  1900,  and  at  a  cost 
of  £100  further  enlarged  by  the  erection  of  five  sleeping  shelters, 
providing  accommodation  for  six  additional  patients. 

Of  the  22  beds,  20  have  been  acquired  by  various  Councils, 
Boards,  or  District  in  Westmorland  by  a  subscription  of  at 
least  £60  a  year,  17  of  these  having  been  taken  up  in  1900  and 
3  during  the  past  year.  The  remaining  two  beds  are  reserved 
for  patients  for  whom  25s.  a  week  is  paid,  each  owner  of  a  bed 
having  the  right  to  nominate  such  additional  patients.  Since 
my  previous  report,  two  additional  beds  have  been  acquired. 

Wiltshire — A  scheme  for  a  joint  hospital  for  the  counties 
of  Wiltshire,  Somersetshire  and  Gloucestershire  has  been  under 
consideration.  The  site  has  been  purchased,  plans  prepared 
and  ground  cleared.  It  is  proposed  to  provide  for  sixty  patients 
at  first. 
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Worcestershire — County  Council  voted  £300  to  a  Com¬ 
mittee,  who  have  acquired  a  suitable  building. 

Yorkshire  (West  Riding) — Nothing  definite  done  yet,  but 
active  measures  are  being  taken  to  promote  a  scheme  for  the 
establishment  of  a  Sanatorium  by  combined  effort. 

A  Conference  of  Representatives  of  Non-County  Boroughs 
and  Urban  and  Rural  District  Councils,  convened  by  the 
Sanitary  Committee  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  was 
held  in  Leeds,  on  Friday,  17th  October,  1901,  to  consider 
measures  to  be  taken  for  the  prevention  or  restriction  of 
consumption.  After  a  discussion,  a  resolution  was  adopted 
recommending  the  Council  to  take  steps  for  the  treatment  of 
patients  suffering  from  Consumption,  and  also  to  educate 
public  opinion  with  a  view  bo  the  restriction  of  the  disease.  A 
site  is  now  being  chosen  for  a  Sanatorium  with  fifty  beds. 

Yorkshire  (East  Riding)— Provision  for  the  open-air 
treatment  of  Consumptives  has  been  in  operation  since  June, 
1899,  in  connection  with  the  Withernsea  Convalescent  Home, 
founded  by  the  generosity  of  Sir  James  Reckitt,  Bart.  A  new 
building  has  recntly  been  complebed  and  thoroughly  equipped 
with  suitable  furniture  for  30  patients.  It  is  likely  bo  prove  a 
valuable  addibion  bo  the  Institution. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Riding  has  recom¬ 
mended  the  adoption  by  bhe  Disbrict  Councils  of  voluntary 
notification  of  cases  of  Consumption,  and  the  disinfection  of 
the  clobhing  and  premises  after  the  death  of  a  patient  from 
Consumption.  He  further  advocates  bhe  County  Council 
taking  action  in  the  matter  by  drawing  the  attention  of  District 
Councils  to  the  special  importance  of  bhe  subject,  and  the  need 
of  considering  measures  for  guarding  the  health  of  their  district 
against  this  disease,  and  by  interesting  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Riding  in  the  work  now  carried  on  by  the  National  Association 
for  the  Prevention  of  Consumption. 
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A  Sub-Committee  of  the  Sanitary  and  Allotments  Com¬ 
mittee  has  now  been  appointed  to  consider  the  advisability  of 
providing  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  consumption  in  a 
Sanatorium. 

Bath — The  County  Council  some  time  ago  agreed  to 
subscribe  £500  towards  a  Sanatorium  to  be  erected  in  the 
neighbourhood. 

Portsmouth — The  County  Council  state  that  the  Local 
Government  Board  has  informed  them  that  a  hospital  for 
Consumptive  patients  may  be  provided  under  the  Public 
Health  Act. 

Nottingham — The  County  Council  have  contributed  £1,000 
towards  the  erection  of  a  Sanatorium  for  the  County. 

Precautions  issued. — According  to  replies,  printed  pre¬ 
cautions  have  been  circulated  in  a  great  many  districts. 

Disinfection. — Disinfection  is  generally  carried  out  on  the 
removal  or  decease  of  a  patient  in  districts  where  notification 
is  in  force.  In  some  districts  only  after  death. 

Bye-laws  : — The  County  Council  of  Glamorganshire, 
wishing  to  prohibit  spitting  in  public  places  by  bye-law,  made 
inquiries  and  received  the  following  communication  from 
the  Home  Office  : — 

1  am  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  say,  for 
the  information  of  the  County  Council,  that  as  the 
proposal  is  a  new  one,  he  has  considered  it  very  fully 
and  has  taken  expert  advice,  and  that  he  has  arrived 
at  the  conclusion  that  (subject  to  the  consideration  of  any 
objections  that  may  be  rece  vied  within  the  statutory  period 
of  forty  days  after  a  sealed  copy  has  been  submitted  to 
him)  he  will  allow  the  bye-law  to  come  into  force  if  its 
operation  is  confined  to  public  carriages,  public  waiting- 
rooms,  public  halls,  and  places  of  public  entertainment. 
He  thinks  that  the  bye-law  cannot  properly  be  made 
to  apply  to  churches,  chapels,  schools  and  shops. 
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Bye-laws  prohibiting  spitting  in  public  conveyances,  or 
places  of  public  resort,  are  now  in  force  at  Brighton,  Bristol,  and 
in  the  following  County  Council  Districts  : — London  (which 
operates  in  all  the  Metropolitan  Boroughs),  Glamorgan, 
Stafford,  West  Riding,  and  the  Isle  of  Wight.  The  Model 
Bye-laws  of  the  Home  Office  are  now  before  the  Manchester 
Council. 

Bye-laws  prohibiting  spitting  in  tramcars  are  in  operation 
at  Leeds,  Liverpool,  Newcastle,  Oldham,  Edinburgh  and 
Glasgow.  Notices  requesting  the  public  to  abstain  from 
spitting  are  posted  in  public-houses,  workshops  and  places  of 
public  resort  at  Bradford,  Brighton,  Burnley,  Liverpool, 
Manchester,  Portsmouth,  Salford,  City  of  London  and  Sheffield. 

The  Cardiff  Corporation  have  instructed  their  Town  Clerk 
to  draft  Bye-laws  dealing  with  the  subject,  whilst  the  Corpora¬ 
tions  of  Halifax  and  Stepney  and  the  Worcestershire  County 
Council  have  the  matter  under  consideration. 

Dublin — Spittoons  are  sent  to  tenement  houses  for  the  use 
of  persons  known  to  be  affected  with  Consumption.  They 
are  renewed  periodically  and  the  old  ones  taken  away  and 
destroyed  by  fire. 

In  several  districts  arrangements  have  been  made  by 
which  the  sputum  of  the  suspected  cases  may  be  examined 
bacteriologically  at  the  expense  of  the  Local  Authority. 

Precautions  for  the  Prevention  of  Consumption

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  circulated  printed 
precautions  to  the  public  against  the  spread  of  Consumption  and 
also  submitted  a  Tabulated  Statement  to  the  Sanitary  Committee 
on  the  23rd  December,  1898,  showing  the  total  Death  Rate, 
Zymotic  Death  Rate,  Death  Rate  from  Consumption,  and  the 
percentage  of  deaths  from  Consumption  to  the  total  number 
of  deaths  for  the  years  1886  to  1897. 
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These  figures  have  been  corrected  up  to  the  end  of  the 
year  1904. 

Handbills,  stating  the  precautions  to  be  taken  have,  from 
time  to  time,  been  freely  distributed  throughout  the  City  ; 
disinfection  has  been  carried  out  by  request  of  Medical 
Practitioners  or  relatives  and  the  sputum  of  patient  received 

from  Medical  Practitioners  has  been  submitted  for  bacteriolo-

gical  examination  and  the  results  communicated  to  them. 

On  the  23rd  February  of  this  year,  a  circular  letter  was 
addressed  to  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  City,  informing 
them  of  the  Corporation’s  willingness  to  undertake  the 
disinfection,  free  of  charge,  of  the  house,  bedding,  &c.,  at  which 
a  death  from  Consumption  may  have  occurred.

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APPENDIX. 

Interim  Report  of  the  Royal  Commissioners,  appointed 
to  inquire  and  report  with  respect  to  tuberculosis  : — 

1.  Whether  the  disease  in  animals  and  man  is  one 
and  the  same. 

2.  Whether  animals  and  man  can  be  reciprocally 
infected  with  it. 

3.  Under  what  conditions,  if  at  all,  the  transmission 
of  the  disease  from  animals  to  man  takes  place, 
and  what  are  the  circumstances  favourable  or 
unfavourable  to  such  transmission. 

The  Commissioners  report  as  follows  on  the  progress 
which  they  have  made  in  the  inquiry  : — 

The  greater  part  of  the  above  reference  is  directed  to  the 
view  which  had  been  expressed  that  the  bacillus  which  gives 
rise  to  tuberculosis  in  the  bovine  animal  is  specifically  distinct 
from  the  bacillus  which  gives  rise  to  tuberculosis  in  the  human 
being,  and  that  therefore  the  presence  of  the  bovine  bacillus  in 
the  milk  or  flesh  of  the  cow,  consumed  as  food  by  man,  is  not 
to  be  regarded  as  a  cause  of  tuberculosis  in  the  latter.  To 
this  point  we  first  turned  our  attention. 

After  duly  considering  the  matter,  we  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  it  would  be  desirable  not  to  begin  the  inquiry 
by  taking  evidence,  that  is  to  say,  by  collecting  the  opinions  of 
others  (though  this  might  be  desirable  at  a  later  stage),  but  to 
attack  the  problem  laid  before  us  by  conducting  experimental 
investigations  of  our  own. 

The  first  line  of  inquiry  upon  which  we  entered  may  be 
stated  as  follows  : — 

What  are  the  effects  produced  by  introducing  into  the 
body  of  the  bovine  animal  (calf,  heifer,  cow),  either  through 
the  alimentary  canal  as  food,  or  directly  into  the  tissues  by 
subcutaneous  or  other  injection,  tuberculous  material  of 
human  origin,  i.e.,  material  containing  living  tubercle  bacilli 
obtained  from  various  cases  of  tuberculous  disease  in  human 
beings,  and  how  far  do  these  effects  resemble  or  differ  from  the 
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effects  produced  by  introducing  into  the  bovine  animal,  under 
conditions  as  similar  as  possible,  tuberculous  material  of 
bovine  origin,  i.e.,  material  containing  living  tubercle  bacilli 
obtained  from  cases  of  tuberculous  disease  in  the  cow,  calf, 
or  ox  ? 

We  have  up  to  the  present  made  use,  in  the  above 
inquiry,  of  more  than  twenty  different  4  strains  5  of  tuberculous 
material  of  human  origin,  that  is  to  say,  of  material  taken  from 
more  than  twenty  cases  of  tuberculous  disease  in  human 
beings,  including  sputum  from  phthisical  patients  and  the 
diseased  parts  of  the  lungs  in  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  mesenteric 
glands  in  primary  abdominal  tuberculosis,  tuberculous  bronchial 
and  cervical  glands,  and  tuberculous  joints.  We  have  com¬ 
pared  the  effects  produced  by  these  with  the  effects  produced 
by  several  different  strains  of  tuberculous  material  of  bovine 
origin. 

In  the  case  of  seven  of  the  above  strains  of  human  origin, 
the  introduction  of  the  human  tuberculous  material  into  cattle 
gave  rise  at  once  to  acute  tuberculosis,  with  the  development 
of  widespread  disease  in  various  organs  of  the  body,  such  as 
the  lungs,  spleen,  liver,  lymphatic  glands,  etc.  In  some 
instances  the  disease  was  of  remarkable  severity. 

In  the  case  of  the  remaining  strains,  the  bovine  animal 
into  which  the  tuberculous  material  was  first  introduced  was 
affected  to  a  less  extent.  The  tuberculous  disease  was  either 
limited  to  the  spot  where  the  material  was  introduced  (this 
occurred,  however,  in  two  instances  only,  and  these  at  the  very 
beginning  of  our  inquiry),  or  spread  to  a  variable  extent  from 
the  seat  of  inoculation  along  the  lymphatic  glands,  with,  at 
most,  the  appearance  of  a  very  small  amount  of  tubercle  in 
such  organs  as  the  lungs  and  spleen.  Yet  tuberculous  material 
taken  from  the  bovine  animal  thus  affected,  and  introduced 
successively  into  other  bovine  animals,  or  into  guinea-pigs 
from  which  bovine  animals  were  subsequently  inoculated,  has, 
up  to  the  present,  in  the  case  of  five  of  these  remaining  strains, 
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ultimately  given  rise  in  the  bovine  animal  to  general  tuberculosis 
of  an  intense  character  ;  and  we  are  still  carrying  out  observa¬ 
tions  in  this  direction. 

We  have  very  carefully  compared  the  disease  thus  set  up 
in  the  bovine  animal  by  material  of  human  origin  with  that  set 
up  in  the  bovine  animal  by  material  of  bovine  origin,  and  so 
far  we  have  found  the  one,  both  in  its  broad  general  features 
and  in  its  finer  histological  details,  to  be  identical  with  the 
other.  We  have  so  far  failed  to  discover  any  character  by 
which  we  could  distinguish  the  one  from  the  other  ;  and  our 
records  contain  accounts  of  the  post-mortem  examinations  of 
bovine  animals  infected  with  tuberculous  material  of  human 
origin  which  might  be  used  as  typical  descriptions  of  ordinary 
bovine  tuberculosis. 

The  results  which  we  have  thus  obtained  are  so  striking, 
that  we  have  felt  it  our  duty  to  make  them  known,  without 
further  delay,  in  the  present  Interim  Report. 

We  defer  to  a  further  Report  all  narration  of  che  details 
of  our  experiments  (and  we  may  say  that  up  to  the  present 
time  we  have  made  use  of  more  than  two  hundred  bovine 
animals),  as  well  as  all  discussions,  including  those  dealing 
with  the  influence  of  dose  and  of  individual  as  well  as  racial 
susceptibility,  with  questions  of  the  specific  virulence  of  the 
different  strains  of  bacilli,  with  the  relative  activity  of  cultures 
of  bacilli  and  of  emulsions  of  tuberculous  organs  and  tissues, 
and  with  other  points.  In  that  Report  we  shall  deal  fully 
with  all  these  matters,  as  well  as  with  the  question  why  our 
results  differ  from  those  of  some  other  observers. 

Meanwhile  we  have  thought  it  our  duty  to  make  this 
short  Interim  Report,  for  the  reason  that  the  result  at  which 
we  have  arrived,  namely,  that  tubercle  of  human  origin  can 
give  rise  in  the  bovine  animal  to  tuberculosis  identical  with 
ordinary  bovine  tuberculosis,  seems  to  us  to  show  quite  clearly 
that  it  would  be  most  unwise  to  frame  or  modify  legislative 
measures  in  accordance  with  the  view  that  human  and  bovine 
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tubercle  bacilli  are  specifically  different  from  each  other,  and 
that  the  disease  caused  by  the  one  is  a  wholly  different  thing 
from  the  disease  caused  by  the  other. 

In  conclusion  we  desire  to  express  in  the  strongest  terms 
our  appreciation  of  the  most  generous  assistance  given  to  the 
Commission  by  Sir  James  Blyth,  who  has  placed  unreservedly 
at  our  disposal  his  farm  buildings  and  other  accommodation  at 
Stansted.  By  his  action  not  only  has  the  Nation  been  saved  a 
very  large  necessary  expenditure,  but  we  have  been  able,  by 
the  help  of  the  admirable  arrangements  made  for  us,  to  carry 
out  our  investigations  in  a  manner  which  would  have  been 
impossible  had  the  accommodation  and  equipment  for  our 
enquiry  been  provided  entirely  at  the  public  cost. 

And  we  wish  also  to  thank  our  Secretary,  Dr.  E.  J. 
Steegmann,  and  our  observers,  Drs.  Louis  Cobbett,  A.  Stanley 
Griffith,  Eastwood,  and  Hutchens,  as  well  as  the  rest  of  our 
Staff,  for  the  able  services  which  they  have  untiringly  rendered 
to  us.

Cancer. 

Cancer  contributed  221  deaths,  as  against  190  in  1903  and 
180  in  1902,  being  equal  to  a  rate  of  0*87  per  1000  per  annum, 
the  disease  being  most  fatal  between  the  ages  of  55  and  75. 
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Respiratory  Organs  (Bronchitis,  Pneumonia). 
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Accidents,  &c. 

One  hundred  and  six  lives  v/ere  lost  by  accident  or 
negligence,  as  against  113  in  1903. 

The  number  of  deaths  by  drowning  was  30,  as  against 
28  in  1903,  and  28  in  1902. 

Inquests. 

The  number  of  deaths  which  have  formed  the  subject  of 
a  Coroner’s  inquiry  was  347,  as  against  297  in  1903,  and  323  in 
1902.  The  Coroner  also  investigated  the  circumstances 
attending  the  deaths  of  52  persons  (30  males  and  22  females), 
in  which  he  did  not  consider  it  necessary  to  hold  inquests.

Sanitation. 

During  the  year  seven  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-nine 
houses  have  been  examined  in  the  house-to-house  inspection. 
Four  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  visits  and  inspec¬ 
tions  have  been  made  to  ascertain  if  works  ordered  by  notices 
were  in  progress,  and  to  examine  houses  respecting  which 
complaints  had  been  received.

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In  addition  to  the  foregoing  ordinary  work  carried  out 
by  the  seven  District  Inspectors,  four  other  Officers  have  been 
specially  detailed  to  make  a  house-to-house  inspection  in  the 
poorer  localities  of  the  city,  the  number  of  houses 
inspected  being  11156,  resulting  in  1991  notices  being  served 
for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  discovered. 

Two  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty-six  visits  have 
been  made  to  Common  Lodging  Houses,  including  two 
thousand  two  hundred  and  seven  day  and  one  hundred  and 
seventy-nine  night  visits. 

One  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy-seven  visits 
have  been  made  to  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses,  including  one 
thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-three  day  and  forty -four 
night  visits. 

Ten  thousand  one  hundred  and  nineteen  cases  of 
infectious  disease  were  investigated,  seven  hundred  and  fifty- 
six  patients  removed  to  the  hospitals,  and  five  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  thirty-one  houses  disinfected. 

Removal  of  Human  Remains  from  Fish  Street  Chapel. 

In  pursuance  of  a  license  received  from  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  removal  of  the  remains  of  any  bodies  which  may 
have  been  interred  under  the  chapel  in  Fish  Street  (which  has 
been  acquired  by  the  National  Telephone  Company),  and  for 
their  re-burial,  such  removals  to  be  carried  out  with  certain 
precautions  under  the  supervision  and  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  from  the  16th  to  the  24th 
June,  fifty  bodies  were  disinterred  from  under  the  chapel  in 
question.  Of  this  number,  six  were  re-buried  in  the  General 
Cemetery  and  forty-four  in  the  Western  Cemetery. 

The  removals  were  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
conditions  set  forth  in  the  license,  which  are  as  follows  : — 

(1)  That  the  removal  be  effected  with  due  care  and 

attention  to  decency  early  in  the  morning. 
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(2)  That  freshly  made  ground  lime  be  freely  sprinkled 
over  the  coffins,  the  soil,  or  any  matter  that  may  be 
offensive. 

(3)  Where  the  removal  is  from  one  burial  ground  to 
another,  in  addition  to  the  above  precautions,  the  coffins  to 
be  placed  in  well  pitched  shells  and  entirely  surrounded  by 
four  inches  of  newly  made  vegetable  charcoal  in  powder, 

The  whole  of  the  vaults,  after  exhumation  of  the  bodies 
were  thoroughly  cleansed,  limewashed  and  disinfected  with 
chloride  of  lime. 

The  work  of  exhumation,  removal  and  re-interment  of 
the  bodies  was  carried  out  under  the  superintendence  of 
Inspector  Robert  Martin. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  1899,  a  similar  removal  of 
human  remains  from  beneath  the  school  formerly  attached  to 
the  chapel  was  undertaken,  when  85  bodies  were  exhumed 
and  re-interred  in  the  Western  Cemetery. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Acts. 

During  the  year  151  dwellings  have  been  inspected  and 
represented  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  the  usual 
Statutory  Notices  served  upon  the  owners  in  respect  of  the  same. 

Legal  proceedings  have  been  instituted  for  the  compulsory 
closure  of  four  houses. 

Twenty-eight  structural  alterations  or  conversions  of 
properties  into  warehouses,  &c.,  have  been  carried  out,  whilst 
sixty-six  dwellings  have  been  demolished  and  the  sites  cleared. 

The  Act  of  1903  simplifies  the  procedure  as  to  the  closing 
of  unhealthy  houses,  as  now,  where  a  house  is  not  reasonably 
capable  of  being  made  fit  for  human  habitation,  or  in  a  state 
that  the  occupation  thereof  should  be  immediately  discontinued, 
it  is  not  necessary  to  serve  a  Statutory  Notice  upon  the  owner 
or  occupier.  Proceedings  may  at  once  be  instituted  against 
the  owner  or  occupier  for  the  compulsory  closure  of  any  such 
dwellings. 
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Cellar  Kitchens. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  I  presented  a  special  report 
on  the  question  of  cellar  dwellings  in  the  City.

Of  the  fifteen  cellars  let  off  separately  as  dwellings  and 
not  in  conformity  with  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  six  of 
them  were  either  only  a  few  inches  less  in  height  than  that 
prescribed  by  the  Act,  or  three  feet  of  the  height  of  the  cellars 
was  not  above  the  surface  of  the  ground  adjoining  or  nearest 
such  cellars,  as  also  prescribed,  and  although  deficient  in  these 
respects,  they  had  open  front  areas  much  in  excess  of  that 
required  by  the  Act. 

In  the  case  of  Nos.  5,  6,  and  27,  Bourne  Street,  three  feet 
of  the  cellars  in  height  was  not  above  the  surface  of  the  ground, 
&c.,  and  they  had  only  small  open  areas  in  front,  whilst 
Nos.  1,  Wilson  Row,  14,  Bourne  Street,  6  &  7,  Charterhouse 
Lane,  and  2  &  3,  Lockwood  Street,  had  no  open  area  in  front 
and  otherwise  did  not  comply  with  the  Act. 

Notices  were  served  upon  the  owners  and  occupiers  of 
the  nine  houses  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph, 
requiring  them  to  cease  letting,  occupying  or  suffering  to  be 
occupied,  as  the  case  might  be,  the  cellars  of  such  houses,  as 
dwellings.

There  have  been  6  outbreaks  of  Swine  Fever,  as  against 
42  in  1903.  Forty  animals  have  been  affected,  some  of  which 
died  from  the  disease,  and  the  remainder  were  slaughtered. 
Fifty-nine  animals  which  had  been  in  contact  were  not 
affected. 

The  carcases  of  the  affected  animals  were  condemned, 
and  removed  to  the  Destructor  for  cremation.

SANITARY  LEGISLATION. 

In  addition  to  the  Shop  Hours  Act,  and  the  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  to  Children  Act,  referred  to  on  pages  156  and  157 
respectively,  the  following  is  the  principal  Act  dealt  with  during 
the  year,  which  either  wholly  or  partly  relates  to  Local 
Government  or  Sanitary  Administration  : — 

Public  Health  Act. 

(4  Edw.  7  ;  chap.  16.) 

This  is  an  Act,  as  its  title  states,  “  to  enable  regulations 
to  be  made  for  carrying  into  effect  conventions  with  respect 
to  the  prevention  of  danger  arising  to  public  health  from 
vessels,  and  the  prevention  of  the  conveyance  of  infection 
by  means  of  vessels.”  The  existing  law  contained  ample 
provision  for  making  regulations  for  the  protection  of  this 
country  against  the  introduction  of  infection  from  abroad  by 
shipping,  and  already,  with  that  object,  the  Local  Government 
Board  have  from  time  to  time  made  regulations,  those  at 
present  in  force  being  the  Cholera,  Plague,  and  Yellow  Fever 
Regulations  of  9th  November,  1896.  But  it  was  found  that 
the  Board  had  no  precise  statutory  power  to  make  regulations 
of  the  same  nature  for  enforcement  in  the  case  of  vessels  leaving 
this  country,  and  seeing  the  freedom  of  this  country  from  the 
diseases  referred  to  and  the  high  state  of  efficiency  of  the 
sanitary  supervision  at  all  our  chief  ports,  foreign  countries 
ran  little  risk  from  the  absence  of  definite  regulations  on  the 
subject  But  the  Paris  International  Convention  of  1903 
assumed  that  such  regulations  would  be  made  and  enforced, 
and  consequently  it  became  necessary  to  obtain  from  Parliament 
the  definite  power  to  make  them  before  the  Convention  could 
property  be  signed  for  England. 

The  Act  consists  of  one  section  (apart  from  the  short 
title),  which  it  may  be  desirable  to  quote  verbatim  : — 

“  (1)  The  power  of  making  regulations  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1896,  and  the  enactments  mentioned  in  that  Act, 
shall  include  the  power  of  making  regulations  authorising 
measures  to  be  taken  for  the  prevention  of  danger  arising  to 
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public  health  from  vessels  arriving  at  any  port,  and  for  the 
prevention  of  the  conveyance  of  infection  by  means  of  any  vessel 
sailing  from  any  port,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  or  expedient 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  any  treaty,  convention, 
arrangement,  or  engagement  with  any  foreign  country,  and 
the  regulations  may  in  particular  provide  for  the  recovery  of 
any  expenses  incurred  in  disinfection  and  of  any  charges 
authorised  to  be  made  by  the  regulations  for  the  purpose  of 
those  regulations  or  any  services  performed  thereunder,  and 
also  for  any  powers  and  duties  under  the  regulations  being 
executed  and  performed  by  Local  Authorities.”

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METEOROLOGY, 

January. 

The  whole  period  was  very  dull,  sunless,  and  frequently 
overcast  ;  considerable  fog  or  mist  prevailed,  being  dense  on 
some  occasions.  S.  and  S.W.  winds  predominated,  with 
periods  of  haze  and  cold.  The  temperatures  were  often  very 
low.  The  total  rainfall  measured  on  15  days  was  T43,  with 
a  little  over  4  hours  sunshine.  The  highest  reading  of  the 
maximum  thermometer  was  53°  on  the  13th,  and  the  lowest 
36°  on  the  24th  and  25th,  the  mean  being  43°  5'.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  minimum  thermometer  was  46°  on  the  27th, 
and  the  lowest  27°  on  the  22nd,  having  a  mean  of  34°.  The 
mean  temperature  in  the  solar  rays  was  51°  7',  and  on  27 
occasions  the  grass  minima  was  at  or  below  32°.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  barometer  was  30' 778  on  the  22nd,  and  the 
lowest  28' 842  on  the  14th,  the  mean  being  29' 925.  The  mean 
temperature  of  the  earth  at  1ft.  deep  was  37°  6',  and  at  4ft. 
deep  43°. 

February. 

There  was  a  continuation  of  extremely  dull  and  frequently 
cold  weather,  with  very  low  temperatures  throughout,  and 
with  somewhat  more  variable  winds.  It  was  stormy  on  the 
8th,  and  sleet  fell  on  several  occasions  ;  hail  fell  on  the  29th  ; 
very  few  bright  intervals  were  experienced,  while  rain  was 
measured  on  23  days  of  the  period,  the  total  being  2*18. 
Sunshine  was  only  recorded  on  9  days,  totalling  11  hours. 
The  highest  reading  of  the  maximum  thermometer  was  54° 
on  the  21st,  and  the  lowest  36°  on  the  28th  and  29th,  with  a 
mean  of  42°  5'.  The  highest  minimum  temperature  was  40° 
on  the  21st,  and  the  lowest  29°  on  the  29th,  the  mean  being 
33°  6'.  The  mean  temperature  in  the  solar  rays  was  59°  5'. 
The  mean  grass  minima  reading  27°  5',  on  26  occasions  this 
was  at  or  below  freezing.  The  highest  reading  of  the  barometer 
was  30*392,  and  the  lowest  28*648,  having  a  mean  of  29*573. 
The  mean  temperature  of  the  earth  at  1ft.  deep  was  38°,  and 
at  4ft.  deep  42°  6', 

-V  •i'* 
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March. 

The  earlier  days  of  the  month  were  cold  and  unpleasant, 
with  frequent  falls  of  snow  or  sleet,  with  occasional  hail  ; 
it  was  frequently  hazy  and  web.  The  total  rainfall  amounting 
to  T85.  The  winds  were  variable  and  light  in  force,  being 
often  quite  calm.  No  sunshine  was  recorded  until  the  10th  ; 
the  total  for  the  period  was  26  hours.  Fog  occurred  on  4 
dates,  being  dense  on  the  18th  ;  the  temperatures  improved 
very  much  towards  the  end  of  the  month.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  maximum  thermometer  was  59°  on  the  20th,  and 
the  lowest  38°  on  the  1st,  4th  and  6th,  having  a  mean  of  46°. 
The  highest  reading  of  the  minimum  thermometer  was  48° 
on  the  20th,  and  the  lowest  26°  on  the  18th,  the  mean  was 
34°.  The  highest  reading  of  the  solar  maxima  was  101°  on 
the  30th,  and  the  mean  for  the  period  was  75°.  The  mean 
grass  minima  was  30°.  The  highest  reading  of  the  barometer 
was  30*512,  and  the  lowest  29*272,  the  mean  for  the  month 
being  30*040.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  earth  at  1ft. 
deep  was  39°,  and  at  4ft.  42°  6'. 

April. 

Somewhat  variable  and  unsettled  weather  prevailed 
early  in  the  month,  with  fairly  strong  W.  and  S.W.  winds  ; 
it  was  stormy  on  the  6th  and  7th,  though  many  cloudy  mornings 
occurred  it  was  often  very  clear  and  calm  p.m.,  and  some  cold 
periods  were  felt,  yet  it  was  generally  much  milder,  with 
more  sunshine  recorded,  viz.,  80  hours,  and  a  light  rainfall, 
viz.,  1*15  ;  hail  fell  on  the  1st  and  9th.  The  highest  reading 
of  the  maximum  thermometer  was  63°  on  the  29th,  and  30th 
and  the  lowest  49°  on  the  1st,  the  mean  being  55°  6b  The 
highest  reading  of  the  minimum  thermometer  was  49°  on  the 
29th,  and  the  lowest  34°  on  the  12th,  16th,  20th  and  21st, 
having  a  mean  of  39°  8'.  The  highest  reading  of  the  solar 
maxima  was  118°  on  the  30th,  the  mean  for  such  being  99°. 
The  mean  reading  of  the  grass  minima  was  35°  5',  on  6  occasions 
only  was  it  below  32°.  The  highest  barometer  reading  was 
30*398  on  the  18th,  and  the  lowest  29*386  on  the  13th,  the 
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mean  being  29*928.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  earth 
at  1ft.  deep  was  45°,  and  at  4ft.  deep  44°. 

May. 

Some  rather  cold  nights  were  experienced  until  the  21st, 
with  fairly  moderate  though  variable  winds  a.m.  to  mid-day, 
and  usually  calm  nights.  Later  it  was  much  milder  though 
cloudy  and  almost  sunless.  Hail  fell  on  the  16th.  The 
rainfall  totalled  2*12,  and  fell  on  17  days,  the  sunshine  recorded 
being  79  hours.  The  highest  reading  of  the  maximum 
thermometer  was  71°  on  the  13th,  and  the  lowest  46°  on  the 
8th.  The  mean  was  59°.  The  highest  reading  of  the 
minimum  thermometer  was  53°  on  the  25th,  and  the  lowest 
35°  on  the  10th  and  20th,  having  a  mean  of  43°.  The  solar 
maxima  read  124°  on  the  19th,  having  a  mean  of  99°  7/.  The 
mean  reading  of  the  grass  minima  was  40°.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  barometer  was  30*340  on  the  20th,  and  the 
lowest  29*472  on  the  7th.  The  mean  for  the  month  was 
29*991.  The  mean  earth  temperature  was  50°  9'  at  1  ft.  deep, 
and  47°  9'  at  4ft.  deep. 

June. 

There  was  some  fairly  mild  and  genial  weather,  although 
from  the  1st  to  the  12th  unusually  cold  nights  prevailed,  with 
north  and  north-east  winds,  after  which  some  fine  mild 
weather  was  experienced,  with  a  light  rainfall,  viz.,  0*75.  A 
thunderstorm  occurred  on  the  26th.  It  was  squally  on  the 
15th  and  16th  and  sultry  on  the  23rd  and  24th.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  maximum  temperature  was  72°  on  the  29th, 
and  the  lowest  54°  on  the  8th,  having  a  mean  of  63°.  The 
highest  reading  of  the  minimum  thermometer  was  53°  on  the 
14th,  15th  and  19th,  the  lowest  being  41°  on  the  4th,  with  a 
mean  of  47°.  The  highest  reading  of  the  solar  maxima  was 
127°  on  the  16th,  18th  and  21st.  The  mean  was  111*7.  The 
highest  reading  of  the  barometer  was  30*384  on  the  22nd,  and 
the  lowest  29*492  on  the  22nd,  the  mean  being  30*118.  The 
mean  earth  temperature  at  lfb.  deep  was  56°,  and  at  4ft.  deep 
52°. 
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July. 

Some  remarkable  fine  weather  throughout  the  month 
was  experienced,  with  some  beneficial  rains.  It  was  excep¬ 
tionally  dry  until  the  23rd,  with  almost  continuous  hot  days, 
being  frequently  sultry  and  at  times  oppressive.  Thunder¬ 
storms  occurred  on  the  25th  and  30th,  heavy  falls  of  rain 
amounting  to  2-21  occurred  on  the  23rd  and  24th,  the  total 
for  the  month  being  3-35,  measured  on  12  days.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  maximum  thermometer  was  82°  on  the  15th, 
and  the  lowest  was  58°  on  the  26th,  the  mean  being  71°.  The 
highest  reading  of  the  minimum  thermometer  was  62°  on  the 
30th,  and  the  lowest  44°  on  the  19th,  having  a  mean  of  52°  9k 
The  highest  reading  of  the  solar  maxima  being  135°  on  the  9th, 
the  mean  of  which  was  121°.  The  highest  reading  of  the 
barometer  was  30*452  on  the  18th,  and  the  lowest  29*808  on 
the  26th.  The  mean  for  the  period  was  30*114.  The  mean 
earth  temperature  at  1ft.  deep  was  61°  9',  and  at  4ft.  deep 
56°  5'.  The  total  bright  sunshine  recorded  was  152  hours. 
The  mean  minimum  grass  temperature  being  50°  5'. 

August. 

After  the  passing  of  the  heat  wave  which  seemed  to  last 
until  the  11th,  from  this  to  the  24th  unsettled  weather 
prevailed,  being  occasionally  stormy  and  squally,  with  rain, 
and  somewhat  cooler  p.m.  Again  some  genial  weather  ensued 
to  the  end  of  the  month,  there  being  some  very  bright  periods. 
Hail  fell  on  the  4th,  with  thunder  and  lightning,  the  atmosphere 
being  sultry.  Copious  rain  fell  on  the  17th,  21st  and  22nd. 
The  total  for  the  month  was  3*28,  the  sunshine  recorded  being 
161  hours.  The  highest  reading  of  the  maximum  thermometer 
was  84°  on  the  3rd,  and  the  lowest  55°  on  the  22nd.  The  mean 
was  68°.  The  highest  reading  of  the  minima  was  63°  on  the 
4th,  and  the  lowest  38°  on  the  21st,  with  a  mean  of  51°.  The 
highest  of  the  solar  maxima  being  132°  on  the  3rd  and  8th, 
having  a  monthly  mean  of  113°  8'.  The  highest  reading  of  the 
barometer  was  30*310  on  the  3rd,  and  the  lowest  29*604  on  the 
15th  and  17th,  the  mean  being  30*053.  The  mean  temperature 
of  the  earth  at  1ft.  deep  was  60°,  and  at  4ft.  deep  58°  6*. 
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September. 

Mild  weather  generally  was  experienced  throughout  the 
period  with  some  very  bright  days,  fog  was  noted  at  the  end 
of  the  month,  and  a  heavy  rainfall  on  the  30th,  the  total  for 
the  month  being  1-70,  measured  on  11  days  ;  thunder  showers 
occurred  on  the  7th.  The  highest  reading  of  the  maximum 
thermometer  was  74°  on  the  5th,  and  the  lowest  58°0  on  the 
22nd,  24th,  and  30th,  having  a  mean  of  63°.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  minimum  theremometer  was  57°  on  the  6th, 
the  lowest  being  39°  on  the  20th  and  28th,  having  a  mean  of 
46°  5'.  The  highest  reading  of  the  solar  maxima  being  123° 
on  the  10th,  the  mean  was  103°.  The  highest  reading  of  the 
barometer  was  30*466,  and  the  lowest  29*824,  the  mean  was 
30*154.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  earth  at  1ft.  deep  was 
55°  7',  and  at  4ft.  deep  57°.  The  duration  of  bright  sunshine 
recorded  was  126  hours  40  minutes. 

October. 

Throughout  the  period  exceptionally  fine  weather 
prevailed,  with  a  very  low  rainfall,  which  only  totalled  0*50  ; 
fog  was  prevalent  on  many  occasions,  but  usually  very  slight, 
the  winds,  though  variable,  were  very  moderate,  and  while  it 
was  often  cloudy  a.m.,  some  very  clear  nights  were  the  rule, 
the  highest  reading  of  the  maximum  thermometer  was  65°  on 
the  11th  and  18th,  and  the  lowest  51°  on  4  occasions,  the  mean 
was  57°.  The  highest  reading  of  the  minimum  thermometer 
was  54°  on  the  20th,  and  the  lowest  30°  on  the  9th,  having  a 
mean  of  42°  5'.  The  highest  solar  maximum  reading  was  103° 
on  the  6th,  and  the  mean  was  85°.  The  mean  grass  minimum 
was  36°  T  ;  on  10  dates  it  was  at  or  below  32°.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  barometer  was  30*594  on  the  13th,  and  the 
lowest  29*316  on  the  5th,  with  a  mean  of  30*144.  The  mean 
temperature  of  the  earth  at  1ft.  deep  was  49°,  and  at  4ft.  deep 
53°.  The  duration  of  sunshine  recorded  was  66 J  hours. 

November. 

With  few  exceptions  the  weather  was  dull  and  cloudy, 
the  nights  being  frequently  cold,  with  some  fog  or  mist ;  it  was 
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stormy  with  rain  on  the  9th,  and  on  the  22nd,  with  a  fall  of 
snow  ;  severe  wintry  weather  set  in  on  the  21st  and  lasted 
to  the  30th,  with  several  severe  frosts  ;  hail  fell  on  the  23rd 
and  25th  ;  the  temperature  fell  considerably  from  the  20th. 
The  highest  reading  of  the  maximum  thermometer  was  59° 
on  the  3rd,  5th,  and  9th,  and  the  lowest  was  36°  on  the  22nd 
and  23rd,  the  mean  was  47°  4'.  The  highest  reading  of  the 
minimum  thermometer  was  47°  on  the  5th,  and  the  lowest  24° 
on  the  24th,  the  mean  was  36°  6'.  The  mean  solar  temperature 
was  64°,  and  the  grass  minima  30°,  the  lowest  reading  of  which 
was  20°  on  the  24th,  26th,  and  27th.  The  highest  reading  of 
the  barometer  was  30-648  on  the  14th,  and  the  lowest  29-248 
on  the  22nd,  having  a  mean  of  30-044.  The  mean  temperature 
of  the  earth  at  1ft.  deep  was  43°,  and  at  4ft.  deep  49°.  The 
sunshine  recorded  was  37  hours. 

December. 

The  weather  was  exceptionally  dull  and  cold  ;  it  was 
stormy  on  the  4th,  and  a  strong  gale  was  experienced  on  the 
30th  ;  it  was  notable  for  the  many  dates  on  which  fog  was 
prevalent,  some  being  very  dense  ;  snow  fell  on  the  8th,  sleet 
on  the  14th  and  31st  ;  some  severe  frosts  occurred.  The 
rainfall  was  measured  on  15  days,  totalling  T43,  the  duration 
of  sunshine  being  11 J  hours.  The  highest  reading  of  the 
maximum  thermometer  was  55°  on  the  4th,  5th  and  17th,  and 
the  lowest  30°  on  the  22nd,  the  mean  was  43°.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  minimum  thermometer  was  48°  on  the  17th, 
and  the  lowest  23°  on  the  23rd,  with  a  mean  of  33°  8'.  The 
mean  solar  maxima  was  49°  7b  The  grass  minima  was  at  or 
below  32°  on  26  occasions,  and  had  a  mean  of  27°  only.  The 
highest  reading  of  the  barometer  was  30-670  on  the  19th,  and 
the  lowest  28-914  on  the  22nd,  the  mean  was  29*914.  The 
mean  earth  temperature  at  1ft.  deep  was  38°,  and  at  4ft.

On  Thursday,  the  12th  May,  two  children  (females), 
aged  5  and  3  years,  on  board  the  Canal  Boat  “  Georges,” 
registered  No.  579,  Goole,  lying  in  the  Queen’s  Dock, 
were  notified  to  be  suffering  from  Measles.  The  boat  was 
allowed  to  proceed  to  Beverley,  where  the  patients  were 
isolated  at  home,  and  the  vessel  disinfected.

On  Monday,  30th  May,,  a  Medical  Practitioner  notified 
that  a  female,  aged  4|  years,  on  board  the  Canal  Boat 
“  Britannia,”  lying  in  the  Prince’s  Dock,  was  suffering 
from  Scarlatina.  The  patient  was  removed  to  the 
Sanatorium,  and  the  necessary  disinfection  carried  out. 
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Diphtheria. 

On  Sunday,  the  4th  September,  a  female,  aged  5  years, 
daughter  of  the  Master  of  the  Canal  Boat  “  Kate,”  lying 
in  the  St.  Andrew’s  Dock,  was  reported  by  a  Medical 
Practitioner  to  be  suffering  from  Diphtheria.  She  was 
removed  to  the  Sanatorium  and  the  clothing  and  vessel 
disinfected. 

Small  Pox  Precautions. 

Small  Pox  having  broken  out  at  Dewsbury  and  other 
towns  in  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  and  parts  of 
Lancashire,  having  direct  communication  with  Hull, 
special  precautions  have  been  taken  with  a  view  to 
preventing  any  cases  being  brought  into  the  City. 
Through  the  kindness  of  the  principal  Canal  Boat 
Owners  trading  from  those  places,  I  have  been  kept 
informed  as  to  the  names  of  their  boats  coming  to  Hull, 
and  such  boats  have  been  visited  on  arrival  and  all 
necessary  inquiries  made  regarding  the  health  of  the  crews. 

Legal  Proceedings. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  during  the  year  to 
take  legal  proceedings,  as  in  nearly  every  instance  where 
contraventions  of  the  Canal  Boats  Acts  have  been 
discovered,  the  persons  responsible  have  carried  out  the 
necessary  work  with  the  least  possible  delay.

Either  from  personal  knowledge  or  correspondence,  I 
am  able  to  state  that  the  432  boats  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year  are  in  actual  use  at  the  present  time. 
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Report  on  the  Administration  of  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act,  Shop  Hours  Acts  and  the  Seats 
for  Shop  Assistants  Act,  Employment  of  Children 
Act  and  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  Act. 

General  Remarks  on  the  Work. 

It  will  be  noticed  from  the  large  table  attached  hereto 
that  there  has  been,  during  the  past  year,  a  general  decrease  in 
the  number  of  inspections  made  as  compared  with  previous 
years.  This  is  explained  by  the  very  large  increase  in  the 
amount  of  office  work  in  this  department,  which  is  entirely 
done  by  youi  Inspector,  including  the  keeping  of  registers, 
correspondence,  special  and  ordinary  reports,  &c.,  and  it  is 
clear  that,  owing  to  the  extended  duties  of  your  Inspector, 
some  assistance  must  be  provided  if  the  work  is  to  be  efficiently 
carried  out.  The  Inspector  again  reports  that  he  has  been 
unable  to  see  all  the  places  coming  under  his  control  during 
the  year.  It  is  desirable  that  all  the  places  should  be  visited 
at  least  once  every  year.  New  duties  have  been  added  during 
the  year  under  the  Employment  of  Children  Act,  and  the 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  Act,  and  very  probably 
further  duties  will  be  added  under  the  new  Shop  Hours  Act. 

The  general  depression  in  trade  mentioned  in  the  last  report 
has  continued  to  a  large  extent  throughout  the  year.  The 
trades  that  appear  to  have  been  most  effected  are  the  building 
and  allied  trades. 

Electricity  as  a  motive  power  for  machinery  has  made 
some  progress  during  the  year,  and  has  been  applied  to  some 
of  the  larger  bakehouses  in  the  city,  as  well  as  to  some  other 
trades,  notably  in  the  boot  repairing,  and  tailoring  trades  and 
joiners’  workshops.  It  appears  to  your  Inspector,  from 
conversation  he  has  had  with  the  occupiers  of  small  works, 
that  if  the  Corporation  had  powers  to  let  out  motors  at  a 
reasonable  rate,  electricity  would  find  a  wider  application  ; 
as  it  is  believed  that  many  who  could  not  afford  to  purchase  a 
motor  would  readily  hire  one  ;  and  possible  advantages  might 
accrue  to  the  trade  of  the  city. 
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It  will  be  remembered  that  some  time  ago  a  memorandum 
was  supplied  to  the  Home  Office  Factory  Department  in 
respect  to  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  with  a  view  to  assisting 
the  department  in  framing  model  bye-laws  in  this  respect. 
Nothing  has  yet  been  heard  as  to  what  the  Home  Office  are 
doing  in  the  matter,  in  consequence  of  this,  no  further  steps 
have  been  taken  to  complete  local  bye-laws,  which,  of  course, 
leaves  certain  dangerous  buildings  that  are  not  reached  by 
the  statute,  as  vet  unaltered. 

Two  important  Acts  of  Parliament  were  passed  during 
the  year,  namely,  the  Shop  Hours  Act,  1904,  and  the  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  to  Children  Act,  1904. 

Shop  Hours  Act,  1904. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Early  Closing  of  Shops  enacts 
as  follows  : — 

1.  An  order  (in  this  Act  referred  to  as  “  a  closing  order  ”) 
made  by  a  local  authority,  and  confirmed  by  the  central 
authority,  in  manner  provided  by  this  Act,  may  fix  the  hours  on 
the  several  days  of  the  week  at  which,  either  throughout  the 
area  of  the  local  authority  or  in  any  specified  part  thereof,  all 
shops  or  shops  of  any  specified  class  are  to  be  closed  for  serving 
customers. 

2.  — (1)  The  hour  fixed  bv  a  closing  order  (in  this  Act 
referred  to  as  “  the  closing  hour  ”)  shall  not  be  earlier  than 
seven  o’clock  in  the  evening  on  any  day  of  the  week,  except 
that  on  one  specified  day  in  the  week  it  may  be  an  hour  not 
earlier  than  one  o’clock  in  the  afternoon. 

(2)  A  closing  order  may  prohibit,  either  absolutely  or 
subject  to  such  exemptions  and  conditions  as  may  be  contained 
in  the  order,  the  carrying  on  of  any  retail  trade  after  the  closing 
hour  in  any  place,  not  being  a  shop,  within  the  area  to  which 
the  order  applies,  for  the  carrying  on  of  which  it  would  be 
unlawful  to  keep  a  shop  open  after  that  hour. 

(3)  The  order  may — 

la)  define  the  shops  and  trades  to  which  the  order 
applies  ;  and 
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(b)  authorise  sales  after  the  closing  hour  in  cases  of 

emergency  and  in  such  other  circumstances  as 
may  be  specified  or  indicated  in  the  order  ;  and 

(c)  contain  any  incidental,  supplemental,  or  con¬ 

sequential  provisions  which  may  appear 
necessary  or  proper. 

(4)  Nothing  in  a  closing  order  shall  apply  to  any  fair 
lawfully  held  or  a  bazaar  for  charitable  purposes,  nor  to  any 
shop  where  the  only  trade  or  business  carried  on  is  one  or  more 
of  the  trades  or  business  mentioned  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act. 

(5)  Where  several  trades  and  businesses  are  carried  on 
in  the  same  shop  and  any  of  those  trades  or  businesses  are  of 
such  a  nature  that  if  they  were  the  only  trades  or  businesses 
carried  on  in  the  shop  the  closing  order  would  not  apply  to  the 
shop,  the  shop  may  be  kept  open  after  the  closing  hour  for  the 
purposes  of  those  trades  and  businesses  alone,  but  on  such 
terms  and  under  such  conditions  as  may  be  specified  in  the  order  : 

Provided  that  the  terms  and  conditions  as  respects  post 
office  business  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Postmaster- 
General. 

SCHEDULE. 

Post  Office  business. 

The  sale  of  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances. 

The  sale  by  retail  of  intoxicating  liquors  for  consumption 
on  or  off  the  premises. 

The  sale  of  refreshments  for  consumption  on  the  premises. 

The  sale  of  tobacco  and  other  smokers’  requisites. 

The  sale  of  newspapers. 

The  business  carried  on  at  a  railway  bookstall  or  at  a 
railway  refreshment  room. 

Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  Act,  1904. 

This  Act  re-enacts,  with  amendments,  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children  Act,  1894,  and  makes  certain  amendments 
to  the  Employment  of  Children  Act,  1903. 

The  most  important  amendments,  so  far  as  concerns 
the  administrative  work  of  the  Council,  are  those  which  affect 
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the  Employment  of  Children  Act,  1903.  Section  3  of  the  new 
Act  re-enacts  Section  3  of  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children  Act,  1894,  embodying  in  it  the  amendments  introduced 
by  Section  11  of  the  Employment  of  Children  Act,  1903,  and  also 
some  further  alterations  of  the  law.  Section  11  of  the  Act  of 
1903  being  repealed,  the  whole  law  with  regard  to  the  licensing 
of  children  to  take  part  in  public  entertainments  or  to  be 
trained  for  acrobatic  and  other  performances  is  now  contained 
in  Section  3  of  the  new  Act.  No  change  has  been  introduced  as 
regards  the  ages  fixed  by  the  Acts  of  1894  and  1903  at  which 
children  may  be  employed  in  places  of  public  entertainment 
or  trained  as  acrobats  or  (subject  to  the  two  slight  extensions 
mentioned  below)  as  regards  the  cases  in  which  a  license  is 
required  for  such  employment  or  training  ;  but  the  opportunity 
has  been  taken  to  bring  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1904  into 
harmony  with  the  more  recent  provision  in  Section  11  (2)  of 
the  Act  of  1903,  which  placed  the  duty  of  enforcing  the 
conditions  attached  to  licenses  on  the  inspectors  of  the  local 
authority.  Accordingly,  the  old  provisions  in  the  Act  of  1894, 
which  placed  the  duty  on  the  inspectors  of  Factories,  have  been 
entirely  repealed,  and  sub-section  2  of  Section  3  of  the  new 
Act  provides  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  inspectors  and  other 
officers  charged  with  the  execution  of  the  Employment  of 
Children  Act,  1903,  to  see  whether  the  restrictions  and 
conditions  of  any  license  are  duly  complied  with.  Further, 
provision  is  made  in  Sub-section  4  that  when  a  license  is  granted 
to  any  person,  that  person  shall  forthwith  cause  a  copy  thereof 
to  be  sent  to  the  Local  Authority  of  the  district  in  which  the 
license  is  to  take  effect.  Local  Authorities  will  therefore  now 
receive  these  licenses  direct,  instead  of  from  the  Factory 
Inspectors,  to  whom  they  were  required  to  be  sent  by  the  Act 
of  1894. 

Two  amendments  have  been  made  extending  the 
restrictions  on  the  employment  and  training  of  children  : — 

(a)  In  clause  2,  paragraphs  ( b )  and  (c),  the  words 

“  or  being  exhibited  for  profit  ”  have  been  inserted 
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after  the  word  “  performing,”  in  order  to  meet  cases 
not  covered  bv  the  Act  of  1894,  in  which  children  have 
been  merely  exhibited  and  have  not  gone  through  any 
performance.  Such  cases  will  now  be  subject  to  the 
same  restrictions  as  children  performing. 

(b)  The  fourth  proviso  in  Section  2  of  the  Act  of  1894, 
the  effect  of  which  was  to  exempt  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  a  child  whom  he  was  himself  training  for  acrobatic 
and  other  performances  from  the  requirement  to  obtain 
a  license,  is  repealed.  Licenses  will  now  be  required  in 
all  such  cases. 

Another  important  alteration  affecting  the  employment 
of  Children  Act  will  be  found  in  Section  17,  which  extends  to 
proceedings  under  that  Act,  the  provision  already  in  force 
under  the  Act  of  1894,  that  where  a  person  is  charged  with  an 
offence  in  respect  of  a  child  who  is  alleged  in  the  charge  to  be 
under  any  specified  age,  and  the  child  appears  to  the  Court  to 
be  under  that  age,  such  child  shall  be  deemed  to  be  under  that 
age  unless  the  contrary  is  proved.  This  provision  removes  a 
difficulty  in  the  way  of  the  effective  enforcement  of  the 
Employment  of  Children  Act  and  of  bye-laws  made  under  it. 

The  provision  in  Sub-Section  (6)  of  Section  4  of  the 
Employment  of  Children  Act,  that  bye-laws  under  the 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  Act,  1894,  shall  be  made  by 
the  same  authority  and  confirmed  in  the  same  way  as  bye-laws 
under  the  former  Act,  is  re-enacted  in  the  Act  of  last  session, 
(see  Section  22)  ;  and  Section  4  (6)  of  the  Employment  of 
Children  Act,  is  accordingly  repealed. 

Other  amendments  made  by  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Children  Act,  1904,  are  the  following  : — 

(a)  Section  5  extends  the  provisions  which  allow 
children  to  be  taken  to  a  place  of  safety  in  respect  of 
whom  an  offence  of  cruelty  or  certain  other  offences  have 
been  committed,  by  giving  the  power  of  taking  the  child 
to  such  place  of  safety  not  only  to  a  police  constable, 


but  to  any  person  who  may  be  authorised  by  a  justice 

,  4 

for  the  purpose. 

( b )  The  same  section  also  gives  the  justices  a  wider 
discretion  in  the  case  of  such  children  to  make  an  order 
under  Sub-Section  (3)  for  the  care  of  the  child,  whenever 
it  is  expedient  in  the  interests  of  the  child  that  an  order 
should  be  made.  Under  the  Act  of  1894  such  an  order 
could  only  be  made  if  the  health  and  safety  of  the  child 
would  have  been  endangered  without  it. 
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(c)  Section  32  provides  that  expenses  incurred  by  the 
local  authority  under  the  Act  are  to  be  defrayed  in  like 
manner  as  expenses  incurred  under  the  Employment  of 
Children  Act,  1903. 

It  may  be  convenient  to  recapitulate  the  restrictions 
which  apply  to  the  employment  of  children  in  places  of  public 
entertainment,  &c.  They  are  as  follows  : — 

(1)  No  child  under  10  may  be  employed  at  any  time 
in  places  of  public  entertainment  or  amusement  or  be 
trained  for  acrobatic  or  other  dangerous  performances. 

(2)  No  unlicensed,  child  under  11  may  be  employed 
at  any  time  in  places  of  public  entertainment  or  amuse¬ 
ment  ;  (Section  2  (c)  of  Act  of  1904). 

(3)  No  unlicensed  child  under  14  may  be  employed  in 
places  of  public  entertainment  or  amusement  after  the 
hour  of  9  p.m.  or  such  other  hour  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
local  authority  by  bye-law,  under  the  Employment  of 
Children  Act,  1903  ;  (Section  3  of  that  Act), 

(4)  No  unlicensed,  person  under  16  may  be  trained  as 
an  acrobat,  &c.  (Section  2  (d)  of  Act  of  1904). 

% 
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Factories. 
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As  previously,  the  inspection  of  factories  has  been  limited 
mainly  to  the  inspection  of  fire-escapes  and  the  investigation 
of  complaints. 
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Workshops. 

The  systematic  inspection  of  workshops  has  been 
maintained  as  far  as  possible  throughout  the  year,  and 
generally  the  premises  were  found  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 
Such  matters  as  required  the  attention  of  the  Inspector  have, 
as  last  year,  been  successfully  dealt  with,  without  recourse 
to  legal  proceedings. 

Fire  Escapes. 

The  factories  and  workshops  in  the  city  in  which  more 
than  40  persons  were  employed  have  been  inspected,  to 
ascertain  whether  they  were  provided  with  reasonable  means 
of  escape  in  case  of  fire  ;  in  19  it  was  found  that  additional 
means  of  escape  were  required,  and  in  five  the  escapes  were 
not  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The  whole  of  the  latter  have 
been  put  in  order,  and  of  the  former  several  have  already  been 
provided  with  additional  means  of  escape,  and  the  owners  of 
the  remainder  have  commenced  the  necessary  work,  or  have 
promised  to  proceed  with  the  work  with  as  little  delay  as 
possible.  Several  of  the  premises  requiring  alteration  were 
seed  chambers  at  oil  mills. 

Bakehouses. 

The  systematic  half-yearly  inspection  of  bakehouses 
has  been  continued  throughout  the  year,  and  the  premises 
have  been  kept  in  a  fair  sanitary  condition,  with  perhaps  the 
exception  that  it  is  difficult  to  get  some  bakers  to  realize  that 
they  ought  to  keep  their  bakehouse  floors  in  a  cleanly  state, 
and  in  some  instances  repeated  cautions  have  had  to  be  made. 
In  one  instance  it  was  found  necessary  to  institute  proceedings, 
for  occupying  premises  as  a  bakehouse  which  were  unfit,  on 
sanitary  grounds,  for  use  as  such.  The  proceedings  were 
successful  in  obtaining  a  marked  improvement  in  the  bake¬ 
house. 

Year  by  year  I  am  more  strongly  impressed  that  no 
premises  ought  to  be  occupied  as  a  bakehouse  or  other  place 
wherein  food  is  manufactured  or  stored  until  a  license  has 
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been  granted  by  the  Sanitary  Authority,  and  that  such  licence 
should  be  revocable.  Some  such  powers  as  these  are,  in  my 
opinion,  necessary  to  secure  adequate  control  of  the  conditions 
under  which  the  food  of  the  community  is  manufactured  or 
prepared. 

Outworkers. 

The  work  in  connection  with  outworkers  has  been  kept 
up  during  the  year,  and  although  there  appears  from  the  tables 
that  there  had  been  200  failures  in  respect  to  the  lists,  these 
were  mainly  failure  to  send  in  the  lists  by  the  time  required, 
namely,  1st  February  and  1st  of  August  ;  the  lists  were 
obtained  after  sending  out  a  circular  letter,  reminding  the 
employers  of  the  fact.  All  the  lists  received  were  examined 
as  required  by  the  Act,  and  all  persons  whose  names  newly 
appeared  on  such  lists  were  visited,  as  were  all  others  where 
it  was  thought  advisable.  Only  in  a  few  instances  had  fault 
to  be  found  with  the  condition  of  the  premises  where  the  work 
was  done. 

In  two  cases  where  Scarlet  Fever  existed  at  the  outworkers’ 
homes,  immediate  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
the  disease,  by  means  of  the  articles  in  course  of  manufacture. 

Shop  Hours  and  Seats  for  Shop  Assistants  Act. 

These  Acts  continue  to  receive  a  fair  share  of  attention, 
and  have,  as  last  year,  been  remarkably  well  regarded  ;  in 
only  two  instances  were  legal  proceedings  necessary. 

Again  I  must  express  my  conviction  that  the  Shop  Hours 
Act  ought  to  limit  a  day’s  work  and  provide  for  proper  meal 
times,  and  should  extend  to  all  females.  Cases  of  uncommon 
hardship  have  frequently  come  to  my  notice.  A  case  in  point 
occurred  only  a  few  days  ago,  where  a  girl,  just  over  18  years 
of  age,  was  employed  in  a  sweet  shop  from  9a. m.  to  lip. m.  on 
Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Friday,  and  Saturday  ;  from 

9  a.m.  to  3  p.m.  on  Thursday,  and  on  Sunday  from  1  p.m.  to 

10  p.m.  She  was  not  allowed  to  leave  the  shop  for  her  meals, 
and  had  to  go  about  two  miles  to  her  home  at  the  close  of  each 
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day’s  work  ;  and  all  this  for  five  shillings  per  week.  One 
can  scarcely  imagine  what  the  life  of  this  girl  must  be.  I  am 
further  strengthened  in  my  opinion  that  the  Act  should  be 
amended  by  a  remark  made  in  the  Home  Office  letter,  in  respect 
to  the  Employment  of  Children  Act,  namely,  that  “  Experience 
under  other  Acts  (presumably  the  Shop  Hours  Act)  .  .  .  has  shown 
that  it  is  impossible  for  Inspectors  charged  with  the  enforcement 
of  a  weekly  limit  to  count  the  hours  during  which  the  child  or 
young  person  is  at  work,  and  that  the  child  or  young  person 
cannot  be  relied  on  to  give  evidence  on  this  point ;  and  it 
therefore  becomes  a  matter  of  great  difficulty  to  produce 
sufficient  evidence  to  justify  conviction.” 

Employment  of  Children  Act. 

This  Act,  which  came  into  operation  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  put  new  responsibilities  on  your  Committee  and 
consequently  upon  your  Inspector,  to  whom  returns  from  all 
the  schools  in  the  city  obtained  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Local 
Education  Department,  showing  the  number  of  children  doing 
work  for  hire,  their  hours  of  employment,  wages  and  character 
of  their  work  ;  an  analysis  of  which  was  made  and  submitted 
to  your  Committee,  who  have  had  draft  bye-laws  prepared 
and  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  his  approval. 
Pending  the  completion  of  these  bye  laws  the  Act  is  not  being 
strictly  enforced. 

The  enforcement  of  the  conditions  of  the  licenses  granted 
under  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  Act,  was  placed  in 
charge  of  your  Inspector  in  April  last  (1904),  since  which  the 
theatres  and  music  halls  where  children  have  been  licensed 
to  perform  have  been  regularly  visited.  The  licenses,  which 
have  up  to  the  present  related  to  hours  of  employment  only, 
have,  with  few  exceptions,  been  strictly  adhered  to  by  the 
employers. 

It  has  been  on  several  occasions  pointed  out  to  your 
Inspector  that  it  is  objectionable  for  the  children  to  be 
compelled  to  attend  the  Police  Courts  in  order  to  obtain  the 
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license,  as  it  is  thought  that  a  child  while  at  the  court  is  exposed 
to  adverse  influences.  This  appears  to  have  also  been  the 
experience  in  London,  as  the  Chief  Officer  of  the  Public  Control 
Department  of  the  London  County  Council  remarks,  in  his 
annual  report,  that  “  many  complaints  have  been  made  to  the 
Council’s  Inspectors  to  the  effect  that  while  in  the  Court  a  child 
is  exposed  to  distinctly  contaminating  influences,  both  from 
the  nature  of  the  cases  tried  and  from  the  bad  language  heard 
in  and  about  the  court.”  He  also  suggests  that  the  granting 
of  the  license  should  rest  with  the  Council  and  its  Inspectors.  I 
quite  endorse  the  principle  of  this  suggestion. 

It  also  appears  that  the  London  Police  Courts,  as  a 
common  practice,  attach  some  very  uesful  conditions  to  the 
licenses  granted  by  them,  a  summary  of  which  is  as  follows  : — 

“  (1)  Certificate  of  birth  to  be  produced  at  the  request  of 
the  inspector. 

“  (2)  An  interval  of  four  hours  for  rest  to  be  allowed 
between  rehearsals  or  performances  which  occur 
on  the  same  day. 

“  (3)  Child  to  leave  the  place  of  entertainment  at  11  p.m. 
or  earlier. 

“  (4)  Matron  to  be  provided  to  have  care  of  child. 

“  (5)  Dressing  room  to  be  provided,  and  child  to  be 
protected  from  cold  behind  the  scenes,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  inspector. 

“  (6)  Employment  to  be  discontinued,  if  in  the  opinion 
of  inspector  it  is  injurious  to  child’s  health,  unless 
the  child  is  further  certified  by  a  doctor  to  be  equal 
to  the  occupation. 

“  (7)  Copy  of  license  to  be  exhibited  in  the  dressing-room 
of  the  child,  and  another  sent  to  the  Council 
within  forty-eight  hours  after  the  licence  has  been 
granted.”

Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  Act. 

A  circular  letter  from  the  Home  Office,  calling  the  Council’s 
attention  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  was  considered  by  your 
Committee,  who  recommend  the  Council  to  appoint  your 
Inspector  as  the  Officer  of  the  Corporation  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Act.  This  recommendation  was  nut  into  effect  bv  a 
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resolution  of  the  City  Council  on  Thursday,  April  6th,  1905.
